For a tim e th e British P arliam ent has 
Ceased to labor, arni the whole burden of 
governing the much-vexed em pire—except 
such as tho N ational Lea rue will seek to re­ 
lieve them of—falls upon 
the 
cabinet. 
Much to the chagrin of th e professional 
prophets, tho governm ent holds its hand in 
well, and has refused to "give away” its 
next year's intentions in tho "colorless” 
Queen’s speech which closed tho session. 
These same prophets have scored a dis­ 
m al failure. 
Hosea Biglow's injunction, 
never to prophesy "oniess you’re sure,” is 
doubtless com ing home to their m inds w ith 
considerable force. Readers ot this colum n 
will rem em ber the universal chorus 
of 
opinion th at this present m inistry could not 
last; th at it would eo down before the lirst 
well-directed 
attack, 
and 
th at 
the 
trlsh 
party 
had 
won 
" a 
great 
moral victory.” It is curious, by the way, 
that the more thoroughly a party is beaten 
at tho polls the more com plete is tho 
"m oral” victory, showing to the sorrowful 
th a t m orals are always w ith the m inority. 
It was also said th at rabid coercion would 
follow the governm ent’s 
first 
attem pt 
to rule 
Ireland; 
th at .Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s bad tem per and the hate bo. 
tw een him and Lord H artington would 
lead to inevitable disagreem ent between 
T he T ories and Unionists. 
In every particular these prophecies have 
signally failed, and the exact opposite has 
taken place. After persistently declaring 
th at tile governm ent was going to pieces 
tho tone is changed, and it is adm itted 
th at tho governm ent is stronger than ever. 
Ireland is not ravaged by fire and sword, 
and “dragoonades” are not the daily occur­ 
rences they were expected to be. At the 
sam e tim e tho scoundrelly m oonlighters 
are being run down to earth in County 
K erry, and these "low ruffians," whom 
even Mr. P arnell w anted suppressed, are 
discovered to be "respectable” farm ers’ 
sons. 
W ith the unhappy faculty of "crossing a 
bridge before they come to it,” the N ation­ 
alist leaders and papers call on the world to 
witness the com ing evictions for the winter, 
which it is said are going to be on a whole­ 
sale scale. M ilitary are to be supplied in 
abundance, and the starving tenantry are 
10 be turned out in tho roadside to die, or be 
cared for by tho Land Le ag ie. It will bo 
interesting to note the difference of results 
With the predictions. 
In the m eantim e the horrible tyranny of 
the British governm ent receives a scarify­ 
ing at the hands of Mr. (jill, M. I', and 
journalist, who declares th at tho avowed 
Intention of the governm ent to encourage 
a peasant proprietary is a diabolical schem e 
to force the tenants to buy at the landlords’ 
prices, ll used to be tho howl that tho poor 
tenant (w ho never could pay Ii is rent) could 
not buy land, even lf lie had the means. 
Now th at the way is made easy for the pur­ 
chase of land it is denounced as tyranny. 
Truly tim world is long suffering aud the 
public very patient of twaddle. 
S p e c im e n O p in io n s . 
Here are a few specim en opinions on the 
subject; Mr. Pierce M ahoney, m em ber for 
North M eath, rays: "You know there is 
only one course open now. The P arnellite 
members m ust recom m end tile Irish people 
to m eet and consider well aud carefully 
w hat would be a fair offer to m ake to tho 
landlords. 
T he N ational League will ad­ 
vise the farm ers to this end and counsel 
them to hold firmly to th eir proposals aud 
n o t b u d g e an inch. Tho League will exert 
Itself to the utm ost to prevent outrages, but 
evictions m ust inevitably result in tim e, 
and it will be a difficult m atter to preserve 
absolute order. 
The governm ent is cer­ 
tainly aim ing at coercion, and it will surely 
follow w ithin two m onths.” 
Messrs. Dillon, Sexton and T. P. O’Con­ 
nor predict bitter struggles between ten tnt 
and landlord during the coming winter. 
They declined to state w hat the policy of 
the Parnellites would be, but intim ated 
th at it would bo a difficult m atter to pre­ 
vent violence if evictions were enforced, 
and they entertained no hope th at they 
would be stayed in any p art of ireland. 
The Freem an’s Journal, com m enting on 
tho Marquis of Salisbury’s speech at S t 
Albans, says it woald show the Irish farm ­ 
ers that under the guise of extending peas­ 
an t proprietorship in Ireland is revealed a 
project for driving the tenants to purchase 
on the landlords’ terms. 
United Ireland says: "T he governm ent’s 
present attitude leaves no m i-take about a 
com plete change from a policy oi exam ina­ 
tion and inquiry to a policy of sheer bar­ 
barity.” 
The Other Side. 
Mr. Thom as W. Russell, Liberal Anti- 
Home Rule m em berefor South Tyrone, said : 
"T he farm ing people arc tired of this no­ 
rent movem ent. They will pay their rents 
quickly enough with a little pressure, and 
are abundantly able to do so. Tho tenants 
have a legal right to the value of their 
tillage, and they wouldn’t be such fools as 
to let the landlords ba e the benefit of it 
by vacating their buildings rather than pay 
the fraction of rent that stands between 
the proffer of the P arnellites aud the just 
due of the landlord.” 
The decisive rejection of P arnell’s bill 
Tuesday nig h t m akes an opeu issue be­ 
tw een tile governm ent and the League in 
Ireland. 
A m em ber of the governm ent 
said: "Nobody on either side tor a m om ent 
regarded the Parnellite bill as intended to 
Pass, or ss conceived in any purpose but to 
test the determ ination of the governm ent. 
Every one now knows th a t the governm ent 
Intends to rule Ireland with the full resolve 
that she shall not be governed by alliances 
or by organizations beyond the bounds of 
the empive. This is the plain English of 
tho case.” 
This gentlem an had in his hand a copy of 
the Irish W orld, Septem ber I, from which 
he read a passage declaring th at “ while the 
dwellers in Ireland m ight be reconciled to 
their absorbtion in the I nited Kingdom, by 
being rendered fat and prosperous, there 
would bo nothing left for the greater Ire­ 
land beyond the seas but to obliterate 
recollections of their ancestral n ativity.” 
County K erry nod tho League. 
Sir Redvers Buller, who has succeeded in 
running down and capturing some "m oon­ 
lighters” in Kerry, gives his opinion on the 
subject. He has advised the governm ent 
th at the disturbed state of tile districts vis­ 
ited by him is entirely due to the influence 
of the League. He recom m ends the sup­ 
pression of th at organization as the only 
tneau> of restoring tranquillity. Should the 
governm ent follow' the advice of General 
Buller and "proclaim ” the League, it will at 
the same tim e prohibit the form ation here- 
ift-ro f any other society of sim ilar type. 
The failure of Earl Spencer to take such 
action at tho tim e he proclaim ed tile old 
Laud League has always been regarded by 
the Conservatives as a serious blunder. 
A Queer O ow rnm rnt. 
It will be noted as at least curious th at 
the fighting talk is all on one side, it would 
be difficult for anyone to reconcile the two 
paragraphs from Mr. O'Connor's cable des­ 
patch here quoted: 
‘‘Advices from reliable sources in all parts 
of Ireland go to show th at everything pos­ 
sible is being done by th e Castle officials 
and landlords to effectually terrorize the 
people during the com ing winter.” 
“It is ane to the governm ent to state th at 
several m inisters are doing their utm ost to 
dissuade the landlords against evictions in 
ail cases, except where they obtain positive 
proof th at the tenants really have the 
m eans to pay w ithout suffering privations.” 
The [standard, the leading governm ent 
pacer, discussing this point, goes the length 
of saying th at any landlord evicting ten­ 
ants harshly or unnecessarily is a traito r to 
his class. 
I hose are bold words for t he edi- 
toiial colum ns of a Tory paperof com m and­ 
ing influence, but they undoubtedly reflect 
the opinion* of large bodies of leading Con­ 
servatives and Unionists and the great mass 
of the m oderates of all political parties in 
England, Scotland and Wales. 
A governm ent that w ill "effectually ter- 
torlze” the people by m eans of landlords, 
and “dissuades,” and even calls "traito r.” 
th e landlord 
who executes 
his 
rights 
harshly, is a curious anomaly, to say the 


least. Of such stuff is th e great agitation 
modo up. 
, 
The whole thing in a nutshell is this; At 
any price tile governm ent will m aintain 
order, and will do its best that no persons 
b ut those able, b ut unw illing, to pay rent 
snail be evicted. On the other hand,that no 
legislation from P arliam ent will be allowed 
to have a beneficial influence on Ireland, 
for fear th at thereby the desire for home 
rule shall be weakened, is the direct policy 
of the League. On this tho issue is joined. A 
few weeks hence it will be possible to tell 
how it comes out. 


EA.MTEBV CO M PLIC A TIO N S. 


re II III or* of Trouble Tr revving in the Eftlt 
-X « w Alliances. 
Europe is in a state of nervous alarm 
from one end to the other, says T. P. O’Con­ 
nor in T h e S u n d a y G l o b e . 
The prophets 
of peace had their innings lust night, but to­ 
day comes a fresh crop of w arlike rumors. It 
m ust be adm itted th at the general situations 
look unfavorable tonight to a settlement; 
of the Bulgarian episode w ithout an apneal 
to arms. The arrival of General Kaulbar, 
the Russian 
commissioner, in Bulgaria 
m arks a crisis, and the opinion of many ex­ 
perienced public m en will be quickly fol­ 
lowed by events pointing definitely in the 
direction of peace or war. 
It is rem arked th at K aulbar left Vienna, 
where he was Russian m ilitary attache, 
w ithout the exchange of the usual courte­ 
sies. The Russian press declares that ho 
must, force the resignation of the Bulgarian 
regency, and take other steps dem anded by 
Russia for the com plete establishm ent of 
Russian ascendancy in tho country, practi­ 
cally transferring Bulgaria into a Russian 
province. 
Austro-Hungarian feeling, as m irrored 
by the despatches Irom various points to­ 
night, appears to be growing more excited 
as the prospect of Russian aggressions in 
the Balkan States becomes more widely 
understood. Tho G erm an press has felt it 
necessary, in view of the increasing agita- 
rion in Austria-Hungary, to recom m end a 
more peaceful tone and m oderate councils. 
The allusions to foreign 
affairs in the 
Queen’s speech, w ithout m entioning Rus­ 
sia, are considered decidedly anti-Russian. 
At the foreign em bassies the prorogation 
to November is believed to bo m eant to 
secure the reassem bling of Parliam ent in 
tim e for the developm ents of events in 
Bulgaria 
Lord Salisbury is w ithin easy 
recall in case of em ergency. 
There is good authority for the statem ent 
th at Lord lddlesleigh, British foreign sec­ 
retary, is trying to effect a rapprochem ent 
between Servia, Bulgaria, Greece and T ur­ 
key. and hopes th at Austria will favor such 
an alliance, the form ation of which is con­ 
sidered possible. owing to the necessity of 
uniting against a common invader. 
It is 
thought the only serious difficulty will be 
to induce Greece to join the alliance. The 
"invader.” it is scarcely necessary to m en­ 
tion, is R ussia; but it is hard, to see how 
Turkish and Greek interests are to unite. 
The assertion is macle in political circles 
th at the Grand Sobrante will elect King 
Charles of Rom nam a Prince of Bulgaria in 
rew ard for R oum ania’s recent friendly atti­ 
tude. The election of King Charles will, 
it is thought, be agreeable to Servia, be­ 
cause it w ill bo calculated to realize Hie 
form ation of a Balkan federation. 
Is is 
further asserted that, if the powers do not 
accept King Charles, Aleko Pasha, or one 
of the Orleans princes, or, as a final lesort, 
the Russian general, Ignatieff, will be bro- 
posed. The state of siege will be rais' d on 
October 2, so th at the elections m ay be 
beld. 
The ready answ er to this is th at a union 
of the provinces, which would mean the 
e re tiou of a strong nation out of a num ber 
of little ones, would never be acquiesced in 
until a bloody war bad brought Russia to 
her knees. 
She is pretty well on her feet 
at present, and in fighting trim , w ith a big 
chip on her shoulder. Prince W aldeinar of 
Denm ark has been "m entioned’’ as the new 
Prince of Bulgaria. 
The Duke of E dinburgh’s visit to Con­ 
stantinople in com pany w ith Prince George 
of Wales is devoid of political intention, but 
not devoid of political significance. The 
Sultan received his English guests w ith 
great state and ceremony. 
Knowing th at 
political missions are not confided to Eng­ 
lish princes, old fashioned jingoes have 
counted on the revival of the ancient 
friendship between E ngland aud Turkey. 
England, however, slowly perceives th at 
tile Sultan regards her occupation of Egypt 
as - ii unpardonable offence, and will renew 
no alliance w itn ber while th a t occupation 
lasts. 
The French agitation against the English 
occupation, recently renewed, need not be 
taken too seriously, Tile F rench have never 
recovered from the m ortification of their 
m istake in refusing to join England w hen 
askeu to co-operate in restoring order on 
tho N ile; but beyond grum bling they will 
not go, aud Prince Bism arck is probably the 
rcai author of each fresh outburst of French 
irritation against Al bion. T here is no party 
in E ngland for im m ediate evacuation. 
Lord Randolph C hurchill’s speech in the 
House on W ednesday i s considered o d the 
continent to indicate th at E ngland m edi­ 
tates a new move, probably against Russia. 
The course of events in B ulgaria steadily 
augm ents the force of hostile opinion in 
western Europe against Russian bullying.

Cotton spinners in Burnley. Lancashire, 
nave resolved to strike against a reduction 
in wages. 
Owing to the depression in the cotton 
trade several of the Bolton cotton m ills are 
running on short time. 
Six 
persons, including three Glasgow 
m agistrates, wore 
suffocated. 
Saturday, 
while viewing a m onster blast at the Loch 
Fyue side quarries. 
Seven tons of gun­ 
powder were used in the blast 
Tho Paris Gaulois publishes an interview 
with Senor Martos, president of the Spanish 
Cortes, in which he says th a t the revolt 
was not political, but purely financial, in­ 
spired and fom ented by a bourse specula­ 
tor. 
A large crop of evictions in Ireland is 
already promised. 
Lord H ugh Annesley 
h a s issued IOU writs o f ejectm ent for his 
County Down estate. Num erous other large 
landlords are known to be taking like 
measures. 
There is but little prospect of the govern 
m eat being able to dispense w ith tho extra 
troops now stationed at Belfast during the 
com ing 
winter, and 
arrangem ents are 
accordingly being m ade for a perm anent 
cam p wherein to m ake the troops as con • 
fortabie as possible. 
A train laden w ith Germ an soldiers re­ 
turning home from Strasbourg and Alsace, 
after having com pleted their three-years’ 
service, collided w ith another near the Ber­ 
lin depot Thursday 
Three of tho soldiers 
were killed and tw enty were wounded. The 
collision was caused by the m isplacing of a 
switch. 
London has subscribed 
$5000 fo r tho 
Charleston relief fund, but it is quite gen­ 
erally considered the first duty of benevolent 
Britishers to assist their own poor, especially 
when there Is so much distress in London. 
America is spoken of as a w ealthy nation 
and well able to take care of her own suf­ 
ferers. 
The police have captured four more of 
the m oonlighters w ith whom they had a 
conflict at Beale Bridge on Thursday night, 
m alting eleven prisoners captured from 
the party already. Each of the four prison­ 
ers ju st captured is badly wounded w ith 
buckshot. The eleven have been identified 
as 
sons 
of 
respectable 
K erry county 
farm ers. 
Bism arck Is seeking to bring about the 
re assem bly of the European conference 
for the settlem ent of the Bulgarian question 
on the lines of the Berlin treaty. 
He is 
pressing the British governm ent to agree 
to a m eeting in the early autum n. 
If tho 
proposal is accepted, it will be probably a 
conference ct am bassadors only. 
Senor Zorilla. the leader of the Spanish 
revolutionists, says last Sunday’s uprising 
in Spain was prem ature, and declares th at 
in the revolt which will take place at the 
proper tim e m any of the generals iii the 
Spanish arm y will support the revolution­ 
ists. Spain has dem anded from France the 
expulsion of Ruiz Zorilla from French terri­ 
tory. 
It is reported th at Daly, the dynam iter, 
has just died in prison from an attack of 
inflam m ation of the bowels. On one recent 
occasion, while he was suffering acutely, 
he was compelled by the prison authorities 
to tak e a cold bath. 
He was also forced to 
wash his own clothes. Daly was credited 
w ith a design to throw a bomb on the floor 
of the House of Commons. 
Mr. Gladstone publishes a letter again 
denying the persistently repeated report 
th a t he is about to joiu the Catholic church, 
He says: "The statem ent th at I intend to 
become a Roman Catholic is a revival of a 
m iserable falsehood, reproduced from tim e 
to time, w ithout a shadow of evidence for 
basis, and is unw orthy of notice, until it 
assumes a character very different from a 
m erely calum nious invention.” 
On Sunday last the m ayor of M adrid, 
w itn a num ber of policemen, knocked at 
the door of the British chapel and sum ­ 
m oned the clergym en, on pain of im prison­ 
m ent, to leave the pulpit, and the congrega­ 
tion to disperse. 
W hen the latter pro­ 
tested, the tna> or answ ered evasively, and 
pretended th at the singing of the congrega­ 
tion disturbed the neighborhood. The same 


m ayor refused to allow th e reopening of 
P rotestant schools, which were closed a 
year ago during the Conservative regim e.

It was thought by m any th at when 
the

case. 
Both 
are orators of real eloquence and ability, 
and 
they 
im prove 
their 
speeches 
every day. 
In the rejoinders Tuesday at 
F ranklin there was more leeliug than usual 
and for a few m om ents, while Alf spoke, 
there was lhe most intense excitem ent, but 
Bob sm iled, the crowd laughed, and in a 
second Alf got in a good hum or, and every­ 
thing w ent on pleasantly. 
Tu, sday evening Alf cam e into Colum bia 
quietly and stopped w ith friends. Yester­ 
day at 9 o’clock. 
Bob, w ith a num ber 
of friends, got off the train one m ile from 
the town. 
About 2600 men were there 
to 
receive 
them , 
and 
he entered a 
carriage draw n by four beautiful horses. 
The procession started toward Columbia, 
headed bv a band, which plated lively airs. 
Cannons bad been planted on Fort P arnas­ 
sus. and as the procession moved tow ard 
town volley atter volley was fired in honor 
of the next governor of Tennessee. The 
m ilitia were in line and nearly everybody 
i wore w hite roses. 
It was the finest pro­ 
cession which has yet escorted "O ur Fob.” 
; 
All along the way m others, daughters 
| and little girls stood in the doors waving 
their handkerchiefs. Three hundred beau- 
J tiful girls stood in line in the college yard 
: and threw kisses to the ‘‘Governor,” which 
he returned in the most graceful m anner. 
' After Bob bad entered his room, groat 
I crowds of Dem ocrats called to shake his 
I hand. Young ladies came bearing elegant 
bouquets of w hite roses, and little girls 
flocked to kiss him. 
i 
Between six and seven thousand people 
gathered a t the grove. 
It was Alf’s day to 
open the discussion, but as there are few 
Republicans in this country his appearance 
did not provoke m uch applause. 
Alf is not 
a man to excite great enthusiasm . 
H o is 
cool and reflecting and speaks w ith deliber­ 
ation and earnestness. 
He has little of the 
w it aud vivacity which his younger brother 
possesses in an em inent degree, but Alt is 
a wood debater and m akes a tine im pres­ 
sion upon an audience.

After live m inutes order was re­ 
stored and he said:

I ain delighted 
to look upon this vast sea of upturned 
faces and see in them expressions of kindly 
good will and feeling for both myself a n d 
my brother.

He finished 
tho course in 23 m inutes 5 seconds, Ross in 
23 m inutes 17 seconds.

Chicago, Septem ber 24.—The operations 
of w hat is known as the "Coal Ring” are 
just now exciting great attention in this 
city, and several labor leaders are consider­ 
ing the advisability of calling a mass m eet­ 
ing to protest against w hat are terrqed its 
extortions.

The whole coal 
supply is in tim hands of the “Shippers’ 
Association,” which, w ith the exchange, 
sets the prices. It is stated the price will 
lie increased to $9 per ton in November. 
Action agaiubt this com bination will be 
taken soon.

The announcem ent of the defalcation at 
Portland, Me., by Cashier Gould of the F irst 
N ational Bank. published in T h e W e e k l y 
G l o b e ’s last issue, was followed by a yet 
I more startling financial break in Hartford, 
Conn , w here George M. Bartholom ew is a 
I defaulter for a large sum, the am ount being 
I placed bv some at over $1,000,000. 
Ho was 
I considered one of the m ost trustw orthy 
mon iii the city, and one of the last to sus­ 
pect of wrongdoing. 
It was on account of 
his high standing th a t he was selected as 
president of the O harterO ak Life Insurance 
Company, when it was reorganized in 1878, 
and by an act of tho L egislature turned 
over to the policyholders. Year after year 
ho has been re-elected by tho board of 
directors. Ho was given entire charge of 
all the affairs of tho company, 
All tho 
funds were handled by him , and he was not 
required to give an accounting. Charles E. 
W illard is the secretary, and the eighteen 
directors are elected annually by the policy­ 
holders. 
Since the P lunkett defalcation of tho 
funds of the Silk com pany and tho Union 
company, o f which Bartholom ew was presi­ 
dent, the standing of Bartholom ew was 
questioned, but all blam e was attached to 
P lunkett. 
Cyrus W, Field, a relative of 
Bartholom ew, arrived in H anford on Sat­ 
urday night, and it was generally believed 
th at funds would be forthcom ing to tide 
over any tig h t spots. But tho public was 
not aw are of the internal affairs of tho 
Charter Oak Life insurance Company. 
About a week ago President Bartholomew 
told Secretary W illard confidentially he 
was short 8105,000 in his accounts, but th a t 
the deficiency would be m ade good in a low 
days, as be was expecting funds from New 
York. Mr. W illard determ ined to inform 
tho directors, but w aited a day or two in 
the hope th a t the money would be forth­ 
coming. 
n e B u k es a Confession. 
As th e shortage was not made good, a 
m eeting of the directors was called for 
Saturday. Bartholom ew, suspecting th at 
W illard was to reveal his secret, m ade a 
confession. 
The 
directors were dum- 
funded. 
They 
scarcely knew w hat to 
think, m uch less w hat to say. Always re­ 
garding Mr. Bartholom ew as solvent be­ 
yond question, even notw ithstanding the 
fact th at ho was considerably involved by 
P lu n k ed in bis recent em bezzlem ent from 
the H artford Silk Company and the Union 
M anufacturing 
Company, the 
directors 
were staggered at his statem ent. 
Some ot the directors dem anded Bar­ 
tholom ew ’s resignation as president, but it 
was decided to let tho m atter rest until 
Monday m orning, w hen another m eeting 
was to be held. At the m eeting Monday 
the attention of the (Reactors was called to 
two notes (one for $12,000 and another for 
$lo,O0O) w hich m atured th at dpy. 
Tliev 
were tho com pany’s notes, and had been 
discounted ny Mr. Bartholom ew, as presi­ 
dent. two m onths ago. T his was another 
startling revelation, for tho directors be­ 
lieved th at when Mr. Bartholom ew cnn- 
feased taking $106,000 of tile cash of the 
company he had told them the extent of his 
em bezzlem ent. 
His resignation was then demanded. Ile 
gave it and left tho building. An hour 
afterw ard ho was out of the city, going to 
New York, as he said, to raise money to 
m ake good his shortage. 
These facts were all kept quiet until 
W ednesday, when they fell upon the public 
w ith terrible force. 
Insurance Commis­ 
sioner F rie r, being inform ed of the true 
condition of tho C harter Oak company, 
made application to Judge Pardee or the 
Suprem e Court tor the appointm ent of a re­ 
ceiver. This was done in Hie afternoon by 
the appointm ent of Isaac Brooks of Tor­ 
rington and Edm und Stedm an of Hartford. 
Each was required to furnish bonds to the 
am ount of $500,000.

$200,000 of 
Schuyler 
Electric Light, a considerable am ount of 
C harter Oak and $100,000 Holyoke W ater 
Pow er Company pacer has come to light. 
This paper turns up in m any sections of the 
country, reports com ing from Philadelphia, 
New York, Boston. Providence, Holyoke, 
New Haven and other places. 
Mr. Bartholomew was president of tho 
Holyoke W ater Power Comnany, and tb s 
accounts for the $100,000 in their paper, 
He fora aided his resignation on Monday. 
It is confidently believed that this company 
will pull through, as it has a large surplus. 
The Schuyh r Electric Light Company, it 
is understood, will m ake a desperate effort 
to tide over its losses, as its business is good 
and the future promising. 
Wat’e iu C anada. 
A despatch was received by way of New 
York on T hursday saying th a t ho was -alo 
in Canada and wished his fam ily notified. 
Tho real estate of the C harter Oak Life 
company, according to the testim ony he­ 
tero Judge Pardee today, was valued at 
$1,858,474. 
Much of it is unproductive, 
but some can be m ade to pay a good profit. 
It is situated in ton or eleven different 
States. 
H ie personal property is worth 
about $220,000. 
Judge Parileo 
thought 
there m ight ho $1,500,000 in money real­ 
ized to the company. 
By tho im pairm ent 
of tho assets they are only worth three­ 
quarters ol the liabilities. 
Tho Florida Construction Com pany, with 
which Mr. Bartholom ew was connected, 
lose* $40,000, but the treasurer says th at 
Mr. B artholom ew ’s past services to the com­ 
pany have been worth to it more than the 
am ount of their loss by him. 
Mr. Bartholom ew is 70 yours old. and has 
been in business in Hartford since 1832. 
lie has been the president of the Holyoke 
W ater Power Company since 1859, and has 
done m uch to m ake it a success. In 1868 
he was elected a director of the Chicago Sc 
Northw estern road, and rem ained in the 
board until 1867, being associated with 
S. J. Tilden, W illiam B. Ogden and others. 
He was trustee of Hie Hartford, Providence 
& Fishkill road for tw enty years. He was 
president of the old Boston, H artford Sc 
Erie tor three years, and also its receiver. 
Recently he was receiver of the Quinno- 
m out iron furnaces in W est Virginia. 
He has always been a large borrower, 
never until recently furnishing collateral 
or m aking a statem ent, but giving banks 
opportunity to take his paper and if they 
declined going elsewhere, and always pay­ 
ing off those th at having taken his paper 
questioned it afterw ard. He was supposed 
to have large property, though it was not in 
sight. His business judgm ent was m uch 
sought, and ho rendered m any valuable 
services gratuitously. 
Homo hanks refused 
hts paper because of his reticence, but near­ 
ly all have some of it in some form. It is 
estim ated that thoro is $300,000 of it in 
H artford, and much elsewhere. 
Friends of Mr. Bartholom ew bespeak a 
careful judgm ent on the m atter. It is said 
by them th at he is able to and w illing to 
m ake m atters straight, aud will take an 
early* opportunity of doing so when the 
present excitem ent shall have died out and 
left those interested in a condition to judge 
his acts more dearly, There is talk of 50 
per cent, being realized. 


GOULO OF P O R T L A S D . 


The D efaulting Cashier Arrested and 
T a k e n t s -Jail—Alo Hail as Yet. 


P o r t l a n d , Me., Septem ber 25.—W illiam 
E. Gould, ex-cashier of the F irst N ational 
Bank was ariested this evening. The fallen 
financier m anifested some little emotion, 
although he had frid e n tly prepared him ­ 
self for the ordeal. 
The arrest was m ade on a w arrant issued 
by Hon. Charles E. Clifford. U nited States 
commissioner, on com plaint 
of 
U nited 
States District Attorney Bird. On arriving J 


at tho office of United States Marshal H ar­ 
mon at the post-office building, Mr. Gould 
was received by Hon. J. IL Drummond of 
the firm of Drum m ond Sc D rum m ond, his 
attorneys. 
He appeared surprisingly calm and dig­ 
nified, and as he leaned back in his chair 
seem ed perfectly a t ease. He had played 
for a high stake, ho lost all, including tho 
position of leading financier of the State. 
and having lost this is keeping up like a 
man. 
A tter lie was brought to tho m arshal’s 
office a long delay ensued. 
The first act 
of the legal dram a, th at will end po one 
knows how, but as many believe in tho tear­ 
ing to pieces bv tho ruiner! cashier of more 
than one reputation, could not be at once 
commenced 
Commissioner Clifford fixed 
the bail at $50,000. Mr. Drum m ond m ade 
some attem pt to get it reduced lielow th at 
figure, 
hut Commissioner Clifford 
was

way, and the com m issioner signed the 
order com m itting W illiam E. Gould to jail, 
there to rem ain until the 28th, when he 
will be taken before tho judgoof the U nited 
States D istrict Court, to answ er to the in­ 
dictm ent against him. 
Tile com plaint on which Mr. Gould was 
held will 
not 
be m ade 
public, Com­ 
m issioner 
Clifford 
having enjoined its 
publication, but it may in general term s be 
said th at the charge is only one of many, 
In the_ belief of m any the arrest of Mr. 
Gould is in reality but tho beginning of the 
great, sensation and not the end. or the be­ 
ginning of the end. 
W illiam E. Goula may 
be convicted, but he will not allow him self 
to be made a scapegoat for others. 
The publication of tho rum or th at the de­ 
falcation of William E. Gould had seriously 
crippled the First National Bank has called 
out a card from the directors, assuring the 
public th at the First National B an k et this 
city is soh cut and abundantly able to moi t 
all of its liabilities, and they believe its 
capital of $1,goo,OOO to bo practically un­ 
impaired. 
Tho Maine Savings Bank, alleged to bo 
crippled, has been exam ined. Tile bank is 
not only sound, but strong and prosperous. 
The occasion of tho exam ination, as is well 
known, is tho defalcation of Mr. Goul i, 
who was one of the trustees of tho savings 
bank.

Now That the Galatea is Unsuccessful a 
Scotchman 
W ill Try His Hand—A 
Trial Race Off Marblehead. 
It is a curious fact th at Hir Richard Sut­ 
ton, an Englishm an, failed to capture the 
Am erica cup last \e a r against the P uritan; 
an Irishm an, L ieutenant Henn, this year is 
again unsuccessful, but the challenge for 
tho prize of yachting suprem acy is still out, 
and this tim e from a Scot. who proposes to 
try w hat a Clyde-built boat will do as a 
m atch for tho Mayflower or her older sister. 
The races for the Newport cup were a fiz­ 
zle—though no fault of the yachts or yacht- 
owners, or indeed of any one but the clerk 
of tho weather. 
L ieutenant Henn, though he has lost two 
races to the Mayflower is not yet satisfied 
th a t he is beaten. 
At any rate he wants to 
find out what sort of a boat tho G alatea is, 
and the pace which tho Mayflower can 
m ake. For 
that reason a race has Peen 
arranged across M assachusetts bay from 
M arblehead to M inot’s L ight in Boston 
harbor. It is a stipulation th at the race is 
lo b e iii a st: II breeze, so th at the "kites" 
( annot bo used but the vessels are in plain 
sail only. 
Tiffs race was arranged for last Friday. 
E verything was iii trim for it except the 
wind. Tho utter absence of th at elem ent, 
which, it was reported at th a t tim e, was to 
fill a prior engagem ent in the leading role 
of a cyclone ut Charleston, made it necessa­ 
ry to put off the race once more. It is 
necessary here to add th at the cyclone 
failed also. Tho wind was, in fact, no­ 
where. 
.Saturday morning, the next 
tim e as­ 
signed for tile sail between the Yankee 
cham pion and tho Galatea, showed a good 
sm art breeze. All the old salts—including, 
of course, the yachting reporters—claim ed 
th a t tho v iud and w eather conditions were 
perfect. Commodore Bovey of the E astern 
Y acht Club, under whose auspices the raco 
was to come off, cast 
his w eather eyo 
around, amt gave it as his opinion th at tho 
wind would dio out.

by the old salts aforesaid with a howl of de­ 
rision. B ut tho commodore was right. The 
wind gave up tho attem pt to appear ener­ 
getic, and a calm settled upon everything 
except th e tum ultuous bosoms of the news­ 
paper mariners.

A TALE OF THE SEA. 


C h ic a g o , Septem ber 25.—A special to the 
Tim es from Ellendale, Dale., says: It has 
been determ ined ny the councilm en of tho 
Sioux nation as well as by absent am ong 
tho people to establish m ail and transpor­ 
tation routes throughout the frontier region, 
which 
hall be conducted exclusively by- 
Indians and as an Indian enterprise. Tho 
principal part of tho w ork will bo done by 
tho 
young 
men 
of 
tho 
nation, 
w hile 
tho 
older 
ones 
will 
advise, 
counsel, 
plan 
and 
m anage. 
All tho 
labor connected w ith tho transportation of 
m ail, passengers and freight will bo per­ 
form ed on foot, and the athletic young In­ 
dians are now In training for their part of 
tho enterprise. 
Tho m ail carriers will 
travel by twos and tho freight and passen­ 
ger carriers by fours, 
It is intended to have tho routes em brace 
every place th at is considered a frontier 
town. 
Several hundred Indians wiil be 
employed, and all m ust be m en of sobriety 
and honesty. The loads for m ail team s 
will 
he 
lim ited 
to 
200 
pounds, 
and those 
for 
freight 
and 
passenger 
team s to I OOO pounds. The m ail will be 
transported according 
to 
governm ental 
specifications, the sam e as at present, daily, 
tri-weekly, semi weekly or weekly. Tho 
num ber oi team s employed iii hauling pas­ 
sengers and m erchandise on any route will 
lie governed by the am ount of business 
offered. 
The m ail carriers will travel at th e rate 
of eight m iles tier hour, the passenger car­ 
riers a t the rate of seven m iles, and the 
freight carriers 
at 
the 
rate 
of 
live 
miles. The m en will lie 
harnessed to 
light 
vehicles, 
m ade 
especially 
for 
tho work described; 
boarding stations 
will ne estab lish 'd every tw enty-live miles, 
and tins distance is to constitute travel for 
each team. Every runner will be required 
to m ake three trips per week. 
A term of 
ninety days is to be the lim it of a year’s 
work for one individual. 
At the expirat ion of each term tho Indians 
who have been in service are to return to 
their reservations, and their places will bo 
filled by a fresh lot. 
l he whole business is 
to be conducted on tho cooperative princi­ 
ple. 
Every m em ber of the Sioux nation will 
receive a percentage of tho earnings after 
tile men who perform tile work have been 
paid their salaries and all other operating 
expenses have been settled.

T hree parties of soldiers are out from 
Assinlboine, cavalry from Fort Shaw, aud 
three parties from Maginnls.

highest bidder in sealed proposals. 
t his work will wipe out all the vast In­ 
dian reservations north of the N orthern 
Pacific railroad, excont tho W hite E arth, 
and will open more than 2000 square milos 
of land to settlem ent. 
Tho commission 
thinks it has accom plished even more than 
the best Iriends of the Indians anticipated. 
The com m issioners go from here to St. 
Paul and thence to the Lake >uperior tribes 
aud to tho Mille Lacs reservation.

II (RRX8BUno, Penn., Septem ber 24.-—Je re­ 
m iah F. Shann ihan, bishop of th e Catholic 
diocese of H arrisburg, died here this m orn­ 
ing at 11 o’clock of congestion of tho brain. 
He was stricken with pneum onia last Jan u ­ 
ary. since which tim e he has not enjoyed 
good health. 
Ho was born in Susque­ 
hanna 
county, 
this 
Slate. 
Ju ly 
18. 
1884, and was ordained in the collogo 
of St. Charles Borremeo, Philadelphia. Ho 
was afterw ards m ade president of this in­ 
stitution, and held the position for ton 
years. 
W hen but 84 years old ho was con­ 
secrated bisbon, and during his adm inistra­ 
tion tho num ber of priests in the diocese 
was increased from eighteen to sixty-six. 
W hen Archbishop Wood of Philadelphia 
died. Bishop Shanuahan was spoken of as a 
probable successor, and it

falling health. 
Ho was one of th e most 
eloquent preachers 
in 
the church aud 
one of the finest English scholars in the 
State. The announcem ent, of his death was 
heard with regret by every one here, and 
messages of condolence have been received 
from all parts of th e country. Two hours 
after the bishop’s death Governor Pattison 
sent his sym pathy to the cousin of the dead 
prolate.

Wandering Abont for Days With 
out Food or Water. 


St . J ohn. N. B., Septem ber 22,—Tile sur­ 
vivors of the unfortunate schooner Rosilla 
R., which was wrecked on the passage 
from Boston to St. John, reached h ere this 
afternorm. 
T heir ta tte r'd clothing and 
bruised and scratched bodies bore un m is­ 
takable evidence of the 
terrible ordeal 
through which they passed in their fight 
for 
life. 
T heir 
bodies 
are 
a 
m ass 
of 
bruises, 
and 
it 
caused 
them 
intense pain to walk. 
Captain Phipps 
who is little more than a boy. said th a t it 
was a m ystery to him and the m en bow 
they escaped with their lives. They had a 
good run till off Point Lepneaux. The wicd. 
which had been blowing quite fresh, died 
out. b ut a heavy sea was running. Sud­ 
denly a violent squall cam e up and the sails 
were ren t in pieces. Tho vessel was swept 
toward the rocks w ith the speed of a raco 
horse, and the position of the m en a t this 
m om ent was perilous in tho extrem e. 
It was now m idnight, and an inky dark­ 
ness hung over everything. The seas were 
running fiercely and m aking clear breaches 
over tho little vessel, which plunged and 
tossed am id the foam -covered breakers un­ 
til she was dashed a w reck on the top of the 
rocks. The point at which she struck was 
at 
the 
base 
of 
a 
frow ning 
cliff 
IOO 
feet 
high. 
Tho 
vessel 
becam e 
wedged in between 
th e 
crevices 
aud 
rem ained there, the seas w ashing com­ 
pletely over her and drenching th e poor 
m ariners. 
Knowing th a t it m eant certain 
death to attem p t to scale th e cliff in tho 
darkness, they took to the rigging. Tho 
after-house and stern were w ashed away, 
then th e bottom gave out. the m asts settled, 
and Hie rigging, to which ’ho m en were 
clinging for dear life, became slack. Kvery 
sea would dash them against th e m asts 
w ith terrible lorco, but they refused to let 
go their hold. 
In tho m eantim e tho tem pest was increas­ 
ing. and the seas com pletely engulfed the 
vessel. Suddenly tile half-drow ned fellows 
wore startled tty a terrible crash, which 
even th e roar of the breakers could not 
drown. The m asts were carried aw ay. and 
the mon found them selves struggling in 
waves, surrounded by wreckage. 
One poor fellow. W illiam Robbleo of Gran­ 
ville, N. S.. was struck by a spar and sank 
out of sight. The rem aining three, after a 
desperate struggle, succeeded in reaching 
the rocks. The heavy seas threatened to 
carry them off again into deep w ater, so 
they bogan scaling the ciiff. A fter half an 
hour's scram bling they succeeded in reach­ 
ing the top. ’I he stew ard became exhausted 
before tho ascent had bison com pleted, and 
would have fallen back into tho sea had not 
his com rades grasped him. His legs were 
cut and the blood was stream ing irom half 
a dozen wounds. 
Bleeding, exhausted and alm ost naked 
as they were. the throe shipw recked m ar­ 
iners plunged into tho woods. 
They wan­ 
dered about until they roached a fisher 
m an’s dwelling, where they w ere kindly 
treated. 
A tter boing refreshed tlioy re 
turned to the wreck to look for th eir miss­ 
ing comrade. Tile beach was strew n with 
wreckage but Un-re was no trace of Hie 
vessel.

Under culture will be included prepara­ 
tory tillage, aud also tillage during growth 
pf plants; and under seeding will be con­ 
sidered Hie use of different m achinery, and 
devices for placing the seed properly in the 
soil. The ground on which this work is sit­ 
uated when it came under the station con­ 
trol was a very stiff clay, hard and tenacious 
to an extrem e degree. Tho first ploughing 
was accomplished with difficulty, plough, 
team and m an suffering severely. I am a 
Brin believer in deep ploughing, and. while 
rn' experience is lim ited compared to many 
others I give tho tacts for w hat they are 
worth w ithout theorizing. To put tho seed­ 
bed in proper condition is the basis of all 
success in wheat-grow ing. This has been 
repeated until it is old and worn threadbare, 
yet out few of our farm ers have really come 
to realize i t The ploughing was done as 
nearly eight inches as could well be gauged, 
and. after each day’s ploughing, the harrow 
and roller were run over the ground to par­ 
tially mellow and firm it, thus preventing 
such rapid loss of m oisture, and m aking 
the final preparation m uch easier than if 
this had been omitted. The ploughing to a 
depth of eight inches may surprise some of 
our shallow-ploughing brethren, but cir­ 
cumstances alter cases and modes of doing 
work, and in no business is this so true as 
in the farm er’s work. 
The soil of this field is quite generally 
underlaid with gravel, thus m aking the 
natural drainage good lf it is kept porous 
to a reasonable depth. W herever I have 
observed shallow ploughing a sort of hard 
pan has formed beneath the few inches cf 
surface soil. aud then It ai pears Weirs# 
and dead The general preparation of land 
for this work was equal on all plats, and 
done at the same time. Tho tools used for 
finishing seed-i ed were for first two years a 
common harrow and ro ller. since then the 
A nne harrow has taken the place of the 
old style, and it would be difficult to con­ 
ceive of better tools than an Acme harrow 
and common roller for properly fitting 
ground, 
lu special m ethods of fitting 
ground the following have 
been tried 
Sum m er allow, extra packed seed-bed, and 
unpacked seed-bed. 
In culture of plats, 
luring hoeing and harrow ing and airan 
mulching have been reported to. 
In spe< lal 
methods ot seeding the following have 
Peen used; hidge drill, common hoe and 
ihor drill, and same with roller press at 
tachmaWs, also with depth regulator attach­ 
ment, broadcast -ceding amt seodm gto dif­ 
ferent depths. The work has not yet been con 
ducted long enough nor on a sufficiently 
exhaustive scale to enable me to speak 
with exactness of the filial results. But a 
few words in relation to each special head­ 
ing may be of interest. A table of vields 
for the several years from this work is not 
presented, as it would not aid to any great 
extent the reader who is unacquainted with 
th*‘ work. 
Iii the first place, as to preparatory til­ 
lage, we have spoken of the general prepa 
r tion of the soil and its im portance: aud 
as to sum m er fallow, which so long held a 
high p!a e in the estim ation of farm ers iii 
localities of the bt ate, we nre certain Hint it 
is a losing operation. Here where pl its 
have been fallowed each alternate year, the 
crop has averaged but a trifle alleve ground 
continuously cropped, both receiving no 
manure. And I m ight cite tho instance of 
Sir J If. Lawes' experim ents at Roth am 
stead, Eng., where 
this system plainly 
shows th at for his soil and conditions tin- 
alternate year cropping lulls considerably 
below the total yield from continuously 
cropped land. W ith a good rotation no far­ 
m er in < ’bio - an afford to sum m er fallow 
except it be for some special purpose aside 
from th at of enhancing his crop. 
E xtra packed and unpacked soil—I m ust 
say of tins, th at it has never been conduct­ 
ed on a large enough scale to bring out its 
striking points: and that while the extra 
packing could be made as complete a° de 
sired, the unpacked plats, under the high 
state of cultivation to which this field bas 
been put, were not enough in contrast; that 
is, were not loll in poor enough condition. 
But tile extra packed plats and ail of the 
ordinary weli-pret ar d plats show conclu­ 
sively that it is preparatory tillage that is 
the key to successful wheat culture. While 
our p l a t s hero are yielding forty, fifty and 
more bushels per acre, it is not ten m inutes’ 
walk from lids field to land naturally as 
good, which does not produce t wenty bush­ 
els per acre; ai d it is perfectly sale to say 
th at these plats would not produce more 
were they so prepared. It is my belief that 
special packing of the soil is unnecessary 
aud a waste oi time. 
Spring hoeing and harrow ing depend 
very largely upon condition of soil and 
m anner of coing work. T hat harrowing is 
beneficial it quite generally believed. Blit­ 
hen; harrowing sufficient to m ake any im­ 
pression on the soil would have to be done 
most severely, so far as my experience goes. 
On this field an ordinary spike harrow- will 
barely m ake a scratch on toe surface of the 
soiL The principle of harrowing in the 
spring is that the outgoing frost lias left 
clods, little ridges and a portion of the Bur 
face soil friable and in a condition to be 
easily worked about the roots of the plants, 
w herever it will accomplish this it should 
certainly be done, as it is now becoming a 
recognized fact th at the great art of after 
cultivation is to keep a fine surface soil 
shout the roots of the plants. As to hoeing 
cr any cultivation which m eans more than 
;his, it is quite certain to result in failure. 
The w heat plant is shallow rooted and needs 
OO root-pruning. 
Straw mulch, whotlierconsidered as a fer­ 
tilizer or more properly as a winter protec­ 
tion. is not likoly to pan out according to 
expectations. 
There will be occasional 
winters when its effect will be very bene­ 
ficial, but I believe th at on an average it 
trill he detrim ental, and it will not preserve 
foreign varieties if the w inter is severe. As 
s m anure it would always be better to rot 
It and then apply to tho surface, in xvliich 
rase it would be a partial m ulch during 
Rioter and soon disappear in the spring, 
not rem aining to absorb m oisture ana pre­ 
vent sunlight from penetrating to tl*e roots 
of the plants. 
Concerning m ethods of seeding, I have 
been impressed with the peculiar craze th at 
has developed in the last few years to sup- 
& 
ly devices to the farm er th at should place 
is seed in the soil exactly in accordance 
with every theory advanced on the subject. 
A person listening to the lriends of these 
special machines and attachm ents would 
almost be led to believe th at all he wanted 
was their particular machine, and it would 
overcome lack of proper preparation, fer­ 
tility and alt the other points whicii are the 
bed rocks of agriculture. It is a distinct 
ana generally received fact th at good m a­ 
chinery is an absolute necessity to success­ 
ful agriculture, but the piling up of m a 
Chinery on top of m achinery is becoming a 
load w hich many a farm er will have to 
learn th at he can not bear. 
I will conclude the subject of m achinery 
by saying th at I know of nothing w hich 
w ill place w heat in as good condition as a 
good force-feed h e-Aril I. Broadcasting is 
not to tx# m entioned in comparison w ith the 
drill on account of uncertainty as to am ount 
sown, irregularity of seeding, difficulty of 
properly covering, and greater tim e re­ 
quired for the same am ount of w ork. As to 
regulating depth, I would not give a pica­ 
yune for a m an who could not sow w heat 
bn a well prepared w heat bed to th e proper 
depth l etter w ithout than w ith any regu­ 
lator made, 
The proper depth is a m atter over which 
there is no great difference of opinion, but 
experim ents point to the fact th a t th ere is 
a considerable lim it, ranging from barely 
covering up to one and a half or tw o inches. 
The latter is an extrem e depth, and should 
he avoided. It is a general rule th at all 
seeds of this kind should be placed at about 
five tim es their diam eter. One-half to one 
inch deep is. doubtless, all things consid­ 
ered. the safe and proper depth for wheat.

T op D ressing W inter W heat. 
E xcepting com m ercial fertilizers, which 
should always be drilled in w ith th e seed. 
any m anure for w heat will do m ost good if 
applied as a top-dressing. T here will be no 
loss in putting it on any tim e after plough­ 
ing. in w hich case, if applied early, m uch 
of it will be slightly under th e soil in pre­ 
paring the seed-bed. Ib is, however, is not 
essential, and th e very best crops of w heat 
m ay be grown on com paratively poor soil 
by vop-dressing after sowing, and even after 
the Burlace of the ground is frozen hard 
enough to bear up team s and wagons. In 
this w ay little or no injury is done to the 
plants by tram pling th e ground. A few 
leaves may be broken off, hut tho root is 
uninjured, aud ready, w ith the stim ulus of 
the m anure, to send up plenty more loaves 
and stalks in spring. Som etim es the top- 
dressing is deferred u n til the ground is cov­ 
ered with snow. M anure is then draw n out 
and distributed from the sled. It is easier 
draw ing out m anure on the snow than at 
any other time. It is easy pulling for the 
team , and nut so heavy lifting the m anure 
as into a wagon. 
W hatever m anure, how eve, ria now in tho 
barnyard should not be left until w inter be­ 
fore draw ing out, 
it is im possible to clean 
a barnyard thoroughly in winter. T he out- 
of-the-way corners, w here valuab le deposits 
of old and finely-rotted m anure are often 
found, will be either covered w ith straw as 
they should he, or, if uncovered, w ill be 
frozen too solidly to g et a t If m anure is 
largely drawn in w inter, it m ust be m ainly 
from heat* throw n ou t from th e stables 
end shed- ae fast as m ade. 
h at is needed 
pow is to thoroughly clean th e barnyard 
and r em o v a b le accum ulations o f m anure 


m ade during the sum m er. In spring it is 
very rare th at the w inter-m ade m anure is 
allgot out. W ork is then too pressing, and 
Resides in th e spring m uch m anure in 
tho barnyard is so m ixed w ith straw 
and 
cornstalks 
as 
not 
to 
be 
easily 
or profitably handled. 
L eft until fall, 
as m uch w inter-m ade m anure necessarily 
is, it is then rotted down, and w ith w hat is 
m ade ny cows in the barnyard a t night and 
. horses in th e stable, a farm er ought to have 
enough to toii-dress w hat w heat or other 
w inter grain he should sox*. 
lf only so 
m uch wheat were sown as could lie thor­ 
oughly top-dressed, prices of w heat would 
be much bettor, find, w hat is m ore im port­ 
ant, all would be grown at a profit. Tho ex­ 
perience of English farm ers proves th at it 
is possible to more than double the average 
yield of w heat per acre, as they have done 
w ithin the last fifty years. 
If we grew the 
same am ount of w heat th at we do now on 
half the acreage, it would be sold w ith 
profit, even at present low prices. We are 
satisfied th at this is the way out of the diffi­ 
culty of wheat growers, add th a t restricting 
seeding to w hat can be top-dressed is the 
m eans of securing profitable returns. 
The goml effects of thoroughly m anuring 
for w heat will not bo confined to that 
crop. Seeding w ith grass and clover should 
invariably accom pany w heat seeding. This 
will usually be done if the acreage In w heat 
is restricted to w hat can lie m anured. A 
Held top-dressed scarcely ever fails to get a 
good catch of arrays or clover where these 
seeds are sow n ou It. The particles of m a­ 
nure not Only add fertility, but they keep 
the sui face moist to give the seed a start in 
the Suring, when w ithout it the naked soil 
would drv out and 
the young 
plants 
would perish. We have often soon fields 
partly top-dressed In which the line as far 
tho m anure went could be discerned by 
the rank growth of clover, w hile on the 
side tho clover and grass would not be quo­ 
th itd as large, The influence of m anure 
thus applied will be felt for m any years, 
good m anagem ent 
.and once enriched 
and be with ordinary gooi| m anagem ent 
\ Es 
freqUenth 
kept rich forever._ This, w hich we may tall 


practically perm anent 
can, by seeding frequently with clover.be 


tho cum ulative effect of high m anuring, is 
■possible only where m anures are largely 
used to grow grass or clover, which is fed 
on the farm , and whose roots rem ain on the 
soiL 
lf all the m atiure is used on grain, when 
clover or grass seed is sown with it. the 
richness of the soil will be better m ain­ 
tained than by dividing it am ong other 
crops. 
The grass in such case has equal 
chance with the grain : while if m anure is 
applied one or two years before the seeding 
down, grass only can take w hat crops have 
not removed, and what lias not been wasted 
by ram s and snows. 
We shall thus he ma­ 
nuring to m ake a crop grow th at will be 
mainly kept and usod on inc farm ami thus 
returned to tim soil. Even corn ana pota­ 
toes. to which tile bulk of winter-m ade 
m anures is applied, will do as well on a 
highly-m anured sod of one or two years be­ 
fore, as with the same anpllcatlon of ma­ 
nures just before ploughing. Too many 
tanners neglect the grass crop. m aking a 
poor, thin sod which, when ploughed under, 
needs the addition of a coating of m anure 
to m ake a crop 
If they reversed this m an­ 
agem ent and saved their m anure for grass, 
it would prevent much of the hurrying in­ 
cident to spring work. 
The ground could 
tie ploughed earlier and the corn crop get 
an earlier sta rt 
We are not advocating applying top-dress­ 
ing of barnyard m anures to grain to dis­ 
courage the use of com m ercial fertilizers. 
Most farm ers think they cannot afford to 
use both, yet the two com bined will, in a 
great m ajority of cases, pay better than 
either alone. Except m anure from grain 
led fattening stock, most th a t con es from 
the barnyard isoeficient in phosphoric acid. 
It contains nitrogen, which is just the tiling 
to m ake a large grow th of leaf and straw. 
W hen it comes to heading and filling, with 
grain tile superphosphate is indispensable. 
On fairly rich soli the decomposition of ni­ 
trogenous m anures will m ake available 
some of the phosphate it contains; but, 
wherever experience has shown that this 
m ineral fert lizdr is required, it is safer to 
appiy it in addition to w hatever other m a­ 
nure can ho obtained. Tile phosphate itself 
is m ade more available by the decomposi­ 
tion of other m anures in contact with it. 
The carbonic-acid gas, developed by fer­ 
m enting m anures or sod, is a powerful solv­ 
ent. It is Hie lack of vegetable m atter in 
sandy or gravelly soils, and their conse­ 
quent lack of carbonic-acid gas, which 
makes them irresponsive to applications of 
phosphate of lime. The m ineral, in a d ry 
lime, quickly becomes insoluble, and there­ 
fore unavailable for crops. 
Combining 
phosphate and barnyard m anure is the hest 
means 
of 
counteracting the 
danger.—

F arm ers W ill Find PAuch to Do This 
M onth. 
The farm er of the Eastern and Middle 
States w ill find m uch to do this m onth, 
though til© different crops grown will pro­ 
vide different occupations for the various 
sections. In the w heat growing regions 
m uch of tho tim e will be em ployed in Bow­ 
ling tho seed for tho next year’s crop, al­ 
though the groat labor-saving im plem ents 
in use there and the use of m anufactured 
fertilizers will gri ttlv reduce the tim e re­ 
quired tor th a t purpose. W hen one man 
with a pair or three Horses can ride the 
wheel harrow over the field and m ake a 
perfect seed-bed of ten acres or more in a 
day. and in another day can go over it witu 
the drill ana sow both seed and the fertil­ 
izer at the sumo tim e, the large fields do 
not seem so form idable as they would to 
tim sm all farm er of Now' England, who 
Iruust draw and spread m anure, plough and 
harrow, sow bis seed by hand, and then go 
ver again w ith the harrow, aud perhaps 
with tho brush after that. 
Yet it is not certain th a t the largo farm er 
can grow his wheat at the lowest cost. The 
necessity of m aintaining so m any horses 
which are 
kept 
at 
work but a 
few 
m onths iii tho year; the heavy cost Of the 
best ploughs and harrows, seed drills and 
reapers, and of keeping them in repair, And 
the expense which attends the sending the 
crop to tboso who ultim ately m ust consume 
it, are all heavy taxes upon those sections 
where all are producers, and if co this is 
added a higher cost of land and increased 
taxation, tile farm er am ong the hills and 
rocks of Maine and New H am pshire need 
not feel th at It is uselass for him to grow 
hts own wheat because he cannot raise it as 
cheaply as they do where it is a specialty. 
It would he well lf more w h eat'w ere 
grown here by those who have tim e to put 
it iii this m onth. T he farm er here can at 
least buy fertilizers as well as they do there, 
and thereby save tho tim e aud iabor of ap­ 
plying the barnyard m aiiure, and savo the 
m anure for other crops. 
If he does not 
grow' enough to m ake it profitable to own 
liis seed drills and reapers, he can handle 
his sm all fields w ithout them . 
In some 
uses it m ight be well if the farm ers in a 
neighborhood, or the patrons of a grange, 
would unite in owning these and perhaps 
some other labor-saving im plem ents, which 
one m an cannot afford to own, and which 
would not pay interest upon [its cost if it 
had no more work than one farm would 
furnish for it. 
'Tile great principle of co-operation has 
not yet taken a strong hold am ong the far­ 
mers, but as all other classes ot m en seem 
to bo uniting and com bining their forces 
for m utual benefit aud protection, so also 
should tho farm ers. They need not direct 
strikes or boycotts, but they 
can 
find 
enough m ethods to benefit them selves as 
individuals and as a class. 
In some sec 
tions the granges have accom plished some 
thing of this sort, and they m ight do m uch 
more. 
U nite and work together in h ar­ 
mony, study together, plan together, buy 
and H e ll together, and if not a power in tho 
political world, farm ers will find them ­ 
selves a powerful factor In tho com m ercial 
world.

Thick and Thin S eed in g of W heat. 
At th e Ohio E xperim ent Station Superin­ 
tendent VV. 8. Devoe 
m ade experim ents 
w ith thick and thin seeding of wheat. The 
results of th is experim ent are told in a bul­ 
letin recently issued. The plots of thick 
and th in seeding were on ground th at had 
been thoroughly prepared; it was ploughed 
the second week in Septem ber, and fitted 
w ith the roller and Acme hallow . 
All the 
plots were sow’n w ith th e Velvet Chaff 
variety. Septem ber 22, and m ulched with 
coarse barnyard m anure, tw elve tons to the 
acre. 
All cam e up well, and were growing 
nicely when w inter set in, December 7. 
The recurring freezing and thaw ing with 
very little snow during December appeared 
at the tim e to injure the plants some, but 
all cam e through the w inter looking as 
well as could be wished. 
All the plots 
ripened at the sam e date. June 24, except 
plot I, which was one day later. All lodged 
badly. About IO ).er cent, of plot I stood; 
p lo ts w ent down earlier than the others, 
and the heads on this plot were smaller.

A lthough, according to modern Ideas, the 
fattening of swine should com m ence with 
their birth, there is a tim e in early au­ 
tum n when, in farm er's parlance, tho fat­ 
tening of hogs commences. 
Previous to 
that period it is supposed th at the pigs re­ 
ceive only about enough feed, in tho clover 
pasture and swill from the house, to repair 
waste and 
keep them growing rapidly, 
After the wheat is harvested they are gen­ 
erally allowed to glean the stubble and 
pick up all the stray heads of w heat they 
can find, and they should always have free 
access to the apple orchard, th at they may 
pick un the windfalls, and, by consum ing 
the larva* of the cod'in m oth, generally 
found in such apples as drop before com­ 
plete 
m aturity, 
do som ething towards 
cheeking the spread of th at expensive 
insect. 
lf the farm er has been prudent enough to 
sow a piece of pease so us to become well 
podded and tilled with peaseabout tire tim e 
the w heat gleanings are gathered, the tim e 
for feeding giain may be postponed u tittle 
longer. Pease are rich in nitrogenous m at­ 
ter. which will increase the grow th of 
m uscles in tho pigs. a kind of m eat much 
more nutritious than the fat. W hen the 
pease are a1! consumed it may be advisable 
to som ew hat lim it tho range of the pigs, 
bringing their food to them instead of com ­ 
pelling them to forage tor it. hut close con­ 
finem ent is not necessary; tile swine will 
he healthier for a little exerciso. 
The 
farm er has probably saved a portion of last 
year’s crop of corn to com m ence fattening 
bis pigs with, and tiffs should be ground 
into me*!. W hatever difference of opinion 
m ay exist in regard to the economy of 
grinding the new corn for the pigs, there 
can bz' but one opinion as to tile expediency 
of grinding hard, old corn for them . 
But we would not com m ence by feeding 
old cornm eal alone. It is too heating, too 
carbonaceous. 
Bettor m ix 
too parts of 
w heat bran or w heat m iddlings with one 
part of cornm eal. Tins will carryforw ard 
a proportionate increase of lean m eat aud 
fat. 
In fact, it is well to keep up a good 
proportion of wheat bran or m iddlings all 
through the fattening period. In the m ean­ 
tim e they should have all the swill made 
iii the house and a plentiful supply of pure. 
cool water. They should not be deprived 
entirely of all green food. 
If thoro are 
sw eet apple-* in tho orchard, not too valu­ 
able for other purposes, it xviii do them 
good to give them a few daily. Fodder 
corn—if sweet corm so m uch the b etter— 
would very appropriately enter into the® 
rations. A varied diet, so th at they shall 
not become cloyed, is very desirable. 
Above all see that tho sw ine are led regu­ 
larly about w hat they xviii oat up clean, 
w ithout cloying. 
Any 
departure from 
regularity in feeding m akes them uneasy 
aud fretful, 
and 
th a t 
retards fatten­ 
ing, and oyer-feeding cloys their appetite, 
and they lose more, in com e itience, than 
they can possibly gain by stuffing them. 
Keep their quarters clean and aw mid 
never give them their food in tho dirt. 
Feed them in troughs into which they can 
conveniently ln«ert their m ouths, but not 
their fe*\ 
lf they are allowed access to 
the earth, let it bo clean, dry earth, hut do 
not perm it them to wallow in mud or filth. 
A hog-pen in which sw ine are compelled to 
wade through a m ixture of mud and their 
own filth and, possibly, eat their corn in tho 
same mud, is an abom ination. If they can­ 
not have a pen where tho eartli xviii keep 
dry, they should lie kept up on a plank 
door. 
There is little doubt th a t tho most econ­ 
om ical tim e for fattening sw ine is during 
the three fall months. A fter w inter sets in 
their slaughter should bo delayed only 
until there is an active m arket. Quito a 
percentage of the fond xviii be appropriated 
to sustain anim al heat, when tho weather 
is cold, and there is little doubt th at it xviii 
take considerably more food to m ake a 
pound of pork in Decem ber than October. 
Hogs can be so m anaged and fed as to yield 
juke a profit, or they can be so treater! as to 
xvasto money.—[Am erican Rural Home.

It has been noticed by some th at while 
early hatched chicks 
have m ade good 
growth w ith but little care, tire late chicks 
begin to die xx’hen about two weeks old. 
The natural supposition is th a t tho trouble 
is caused by lice, which is true in many 
casos; but there have been instances in 
xvliioheven tho best of care, witii freedom 
from lice, did not save tile chicks. Those 
hatched under liens are not safe; but, as 
tho broods in the brooders are larger in 
num ber ancfreceive the direct attention of 
the poultrym an. the trouble there is more 
p a r tic u la r noticed. To get at the root of 
the diilicimy it m ay b e stated th at chicks 
hatched at either too low or too high a tem ­ 
perature xviii come weak, and though this 
fluctuation is often a fault of some incuba­ 
tors, the same m ay be said for the hen. Some 
hen* do not generate sufficient heat, while 
others, wdien very fat, keep the eggs too 
xvann in summer. 
W hen the chick is 
hatched under those disadvantages, the 
yolk 
is 
not sufficiently absorbed, and 
though the chick may pass over Hie diffi­ 
culty, yet It is liable to succum b w henever 
the conditions in the brooder are unfavor­ 
able. One of tire principal causes of fail­ 
ure is th a t because the xveather is warm 
the 
chicks 
are 
not 
given 
sufficient 
xvarmth, w hile 
those 
xx itll 
liens 
are 
dragged 
about 
and 
fatigued 
bv 
tire 
dam s following the strong 
and 
lively 
chicks 
from 
place 
to 
place. 
Even 
in the w arm est days of August young 
chicks require xvarmth in the brooder*, 
which may be observed by their crowding 
together. If heat bo lacking land they only 
w ant a little) the result will be cold on the 
bowels, and death is attributed to const na­ 
tion. No mode of feeding will save chicks 
affected in this way. They become droopy, 
refuse to eat, and die. It is safe, however, 
always to look carefully for lice, as tile ver­ 
min xvork when unseen. A nother point fre­ 
quently overlooked, is th a t when lhe cocks 
and hens are m oulting they are debilitated, 
which accounts for the failure of eggs to 
hatch, and even when there is a lim ited 
num ber of chicks from eggs in the fill), tho 
debility is passed to the young, and they 
come into the world enfeebled and lacking 
in vigor. As insect food is usually plentiful) 
but little moat is fed to the chicks, which is 
a m istake. At least three tim es a xveek 
chopped m eat should bo given tho adults 
and chicks. All birds, even those th at feed 
exclusively on grain, provide anim al food 
for their young until fully feathered, and if 
this rule was observed in the case of chicks 
they would m ake better progress and tire 
loss" would be sm aller. Keep the chicks 
warm and dry, even iii the sum m er and 
tall; give anim al food; provide xvater ilia 
m anner to prevent them from getting xvet 
and avoid dam pness. In using eggs for 
hatching, put a cockerel of last spring's 
(early) b atch w ith txvo-year-old hens, re­ 
moving tire old cocks, and there xviii tie a 
larger percentage of chicks. 
Tire early 
spring broilers should be hatched from 
November to M arch,—Lltural New Yorker. 
H aving selected the birds intended for 
table use, don’t begin to fatten until it has 
been decided when they are to be killed. 
If given all they can eat for ten days aud 
deprived of exercise, they will put on tiesh 
rapidly in th a t tim e, and bo better for the 
table than if allowed to ram ble. Tho tiesh, 
quickly out on, xviii be found more juicy 
aud delicate in flavor. 
Chickens nicely dressed, w hen taken to 
m arket, will alw ays pay 
for the extra 
trouble, lf plucked directly after they are 
dead and while the tiesh is warm , tho 
feathers xviii come out easily. Never, ex­ 
cept when tire birds are going to be im m e­ 
diately cooked, dip them In scalding w ater 
to rem ove the feathers; it is a lazy plan, 
not only spoiling the appearance, but hard­ 
ens the tiesh; and, if the w eather is at all 
damp, the birds soon decay. 


The yields of grain are som ew hat varia­ 
ble. 
T he greatest yield was from the plot 
receiving but three pecks of seed to the 
■gest I 
cow in g but tw o pecks to th e acre, and th e 
acre: th e second largest from tho plot re­ 
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ter quality. T he greatest quantity of straw 
wee required to produce IOO pounds of 
gram from plot 8, w here th e m ost seed was 


S o m e C o o se H in ts. 
No doubt the m ost profitable kinds are 
those th at grow largest. A goose is never 
noted for its great num ber of eggs, as they 
usually lay but one litter, unless broken 
up. The num ber ranges from eight to four­ 
teen. A goose will nearly alw ays sit any­ 
where you wish, if you will cover lier over 
for a few dave, or until she gets wonted to 
her nest. She should be accustom ed to 
handling while sitting, so th a t at batching 
tim e you may Ire able to look over the eggs 
occasionally, for if one shell should slip 
over another egg it would be nearly impos­ 
sible for the unborn gosling to break both 
shells. The food for goslings m ay bo tire 
same as th a t for chickens, but after they 
have learned to eat grass they care but 
little for anything else, and xviii grow finely. 
They should be allowed quite afield, w ith 
running wator. 
Geese will injure crops if allowed,but there 
1s nothing on the farm that can be taught 
their place m ole readily than they. Old 
geese can be picked four tim es during tire 
season, com m encing about tire first of May. 
Goslings are picked three tim es. They are 
ready tor picking when there is no blood in 
the quills, aud this can bo ascertained bv 
pulling oui a few feathers. Aixvavs rem ein- 
Irer to leave the feathers at the side of the 
back. They are too large to be of use. and, 
if left, they prevent the wings from droop­ 
ing after picking. They are called bolsters. 
Geese can be fattened on any kind of gram, 
if you feed all they will cat, commenc­ 
ing about ten days before you wish to m ar­ 
ket them ; but corn,pease or barley have tbe 
preference. 
T a kill fZAeaa ha.va a. jilona 
nan 


hang them w ith the head down. and then 
stick a sharp knife through the neck close 
to the head and let them bleed. 
This 
causes the m eat to be very clear and white, 
After they are through bleeding, roll them 
up one at a tim e in three or four thick­ 
nesses of blanket and put them into a boiler 
of hot water, letting them rem ain about 
one m inute; afterw ard lay them w here they 
xviii drain for about ten m inutes more, and 
then pick 
them . 
They will pick very 
easily ami the doxvn will not be w et 
It is 
tbe steam th at causes 
the feathers to 
loosen. It is an everlasting job to drv nick 
geese, aud this is a sure process. The en­ 
trails should he Im m ediately rem oved, the 
head cut off and the skill drawn neatly over 
tire neck and tied. Afterw ards place them 
xx here they xviii keep cool, but not freeze. 
Those kept over should be fed grain, and 
I hey love hay very m uch and will pick off 
the heads of dried grass very rapidly. They 
should commence laying in March.

The present prospect is th a t taking the 
average corn crops good seed corn will be 
scarce next spring. Then in th e spring is a 
poor tim e at best to select your seed corn. 
There is too much risk of loss, too, in vital­ 
ity. 
Tire safest plan by far is to select in 
tire fall, not xvben you are shucking your 
corn either in the field or from the shock. 
but as soon as the corn is thoroughly ripe 
so th a t you can judge of its quality. The 
vitality of seed corn is very easily injured 
my hard freezing if moist, 
lf perfectly dry 
no harm will be done. But if dam p, freeze 
lug injures the vitality very seriously. 
if selected early and 
then 
thoroughly 
dried before cold w eather comes in it can 
be store! away w ith safety and its vital­ 
ity be depended upon. In selecting your 
su p p ly take pains to select only th a t of 
tire very I est quality. 'Ibis is alw ays tire 
first consideration in selecting seed corn. 
The ears sh ou ld boof good size, well filled 
both at tii> and butt, grain good size, solid 
xx im sm all cob. lf you can find txvo orm ore 
suet! ears on a stalk all the better; get tire 
hest of these, and w hen you find two, three 
or even more sm all ear5*, take one of these. 
One or two good, solid, large ears will yield 
liiore corn per acre and be worth consider­ 
able morn for feeding. The quality m ust 
bo considered first, then tho quantity. 
You 
can, by careful selection of the very bed, 
gradually increase or im prove the quality 
of your co rn ; it will take tim e and persever­ 
ance, but it can tie done 
It will tak e four 
or five years to m ake any considerable dif­ 
ference, blit, xvben secured, tire work xviii 
be found profitable. You can. by tire same 
course of selection, im prove the num ber of 
ears on a stalk, but it will take tim e. But 
it will pay th e best to regard the quality as 
the 
first 
consideration 
and 
quantity 
second. 
It 
you w ant 
corn 
th a t 
will 
m ature 
iii 
the 
shortest 
tim e 
select 
from stalks th at m atured earliest. It re­ 
quires about live years to fix any particular 
type or peculiarity w ith corn provided very 
careful selection of seed is m ade every year 
w ith th at end in view. lf good sound seed 
com is selected the whole ear is good for 
seed. Many discard tho tip kernels, others 
discard both tho tip and butt kernels, but if 
a careful selection of the seed is m ade this 
is unnecessary as all the kernels w ill make 
good seed corn. Caro should be taken to 
dry thoroughly; this is very im portant arid 
should bo done carefully before storing 
away. I always keep more or less everV 
year and never find any difficulty in hav­ 
ing good seed by selecting early iii the fall, 
drying thoroughly and storing in boxes, 
where it xviii be sure to be kept dry. There 
are m any different plans of drying and put­ 
ting 
away. 
Some 
recom m end 
smok­ 
ing 
the 
same 
as 
you 
sm oke m eat, 
ot liers leave 
a 
portion 
of th e husks 
and plait them together mid 
hang up 
around the chim ney to Avoid too an ex­ 
trem e of cold. I do not claim m ine the 
best, but I know from experience th at it is 
a good ono and requires as sm all am ount of 
xvork as any other th a t is recom m ended. 
The principal point is to be sure to save a 
good supply ami to attend to it early in tire 
fall, before the vitality of th e corn is In­ 
jured, as it certainly will be if left out 
exposed to wet, cold, freezing weather. Be 
sure to select a full supply, m ore really than 
you reasonably expect to use, and then iii 
tho spring, at planting tim e, you can go 
over the lot aud m ake a RtiU fu rth er selec­ 
tion ot the best. Select at least txvo varie­ 
ties. one early and one late. In this section 
w ith the very Val lab.e seasons we h av e.it 
is not a good policy to risk th e whole crop 
upon one variety of corn, eith er early or 
late.—[N. J. Shepherd, in Journal of Agri­ 
culture. 


T h e L o sse s th a t O ccu r Every Year 
from tho em ploym ent of defective or infe­ 
rior seed corn ought to im press every far­ 
m er w’ith the necessity of a careful selec­ 
tion of seed at tim e of harvesting the crop. 
\Miilo the corn is yet standing in the fields 
this selection can be readily and judiciously 
m ade, but tire corn once in the bins the far­ 
m er labors under serious disadvantages. In 
selecting seed lour points should be taken 
into consideration—first, eariinessof m atur­ 
ity; second, num ber of ears upon a stalk; 
third, sizeof stalks, aud fourth, perfection 
of the ears. Like produces like with seeds 
as well as anim als. One cannot expect to 
produce a large crop of corn xvheu, for in­ 
stance, live stalks have grown in a hill and 
but one has borne an ear. 
Every farm er 
knows th at such corn is useless tor seed. 
Tho best ear for seed-corn is the one th a t is 
uniform iii size throughout its entire length, 
w ith straig h t rows and w ith curly-lornied 
grains the entire length. Seed corn m ust 
he gathered before freezing weather aud 
placed xvlrero it will begin im m ediately to 
dry. 
in tire N orthern belt of States this 
drying question is an im portant one, for if 
the corn—especially the larger varieties— 
bo not subjected to favorable conditions for 
drying, so th at tire seed corn xviii become 
thoroughly cured, cob included, it will re­ 
sult in failure through lack of germ inating 
powers, xvhiie if properly cured it xviii 
sprout and groxv under alm ost any condi­ 
tion. Many farm ers, after having sun dried 
their seed corn, store it iii tire lofts ot their 
smoke-houses iu order th at it may become 
perm eated with 
tire creosote from tire 
sm oke there, aud thus gain a protection, 
when planted, against the depredations of 
Held mice, worms and squirrels.

N othing in connection w ith orcharding 
calls louder for im provem ent than tire 
packing of 
apples. 
Tire 
reputation of 
orchardists has suffered greatly iii tho past 
by tire condition of apples in barrels when 
opened iii the large m arkets of the country. 
In too m any easel barrels have been opened 
w ith one or tw o layers of large, fair, sound 
apples on top, aud tire m iddle filled up w ith 
sm all, gnarled, wormy apples, utterly unfit 
for dessert fruit, or for any other purpose. 
Tire entire business suffers from such dis­ 
honesty on tho part of the few. 
lf the first 
purchasers irom producers were careful 
enough in their inspection, such fruit would 
bo rejected, aud di-shonest packers xrould 
bo 
the only losers, but 
in 
tire rush 
of 
business, barrels 
arc 
passed xvab­ 
out 
proper 
inspection, go 
on 
to tire 
seaboard cities, are there detected, and 
as the guilty ones cannot be discovered. 
tire reputation of all encaged in tire busi­ 
ness suffers. 
In packing apples, the ends of 
the barrels should 
lairly represent tire 
entire contents. T here can be no objection 
to placing the stem s of the bottom layer 
down, soltiiat the end will look more attract­ 
ive when It is opened as the top, iii m arket, 
but it is poor policy to put. any but m arket­ 
able fruit iii any part of tire barrel. Even 
though the packer may never be detected, 
and obliged to lose money in consequence, 
he is sure to lose m at winch is more valu­ 
able than gold— character. Manhood will 
shrink, shrivel, under such violations of 
m oral law. The packer should never drop 
tho apples into the barrel. They should be 
assorted in sm all, round basnets that eau 
be put into tire barrels aud carefully in­ 
verted, xvben they reach Ute fruit. Two or 
three tim es, xvlule filling, the barrel should 
be xvell shaken, so that the fruit xviii settle 
down aud till all interstices possible. Tire 
barrel should be lilied ct least even w ith 
the top of tho staves, so th a t xvlreu the 
head is pressed in w ith a screw there can 
be no shaking of the fruit. Apples are very 
liable to com m ence decaying in the mild 
w eather, betxveen 
gathering and 
cold, 
freezing 
xveather. 
To 
guard 
against 
t his as much as possible, they should 
bo kept xvlitre it is cool, and as little change 
as possible iii tem perature betxveen night 
and day. If kept where tho tem perature 
falls considerably dining the night, and 
rises during the day, tire fruit will undergo 
w hat is called tho sw eating process. The 
tem perature of the apples will be reduced 
during tbe night, and xvheu the xvarmer air 
enters the barrel during the day, the sus­ 
pended m oisture in the air will be con­ 
densed upon the surface of tire apples, cov­ 
ering them with m oisture, 
lf the barrels 
are stored in a cool cellar tire windows 
should be kept closed in tho daytim e, aud 
opened for ventilation in the coolest part of 
tire night. Soma preserve them verv well 
by piling them upou the north side ot a 
large building, lf there is a good m arket 
open for the fruit it probably is as well to 
sell them at once a* to hold for a rise. It 
used to be the rule th a t the price of apples 
kept advanciug until spring, but recently 
the m arket flus been very uncertain. Ho 
wide a territory is now competing in tire 
m arkets of the w orld th a t it often happens 
th at buyers do not ascertain Ute am ount 
of production until quite late iii tire season, 
when they find th at it exceeds previous 
estim ates. 
A good m any have not yet for­ 
gotten their losses by holding last season. 
—[Am erican Rural Home.

ow ing to the hard tim es and the inability 
of the poor to buy tire priros ran as low as 
three and lour cents a quart, and yet in 
portions of tire State the price was fifteen 
cents per quart. At these points, if farm ers 
could understand how easily straw berries 
m ay he grown and xrould enter into their 
cultivation, ibex would m ake m ore money 
than from all other farm crops. 
There are 
scores of towns in every Stat** where money 
can be m ade rapidly and easily by the cult! 
vation of this sm all fruit.—[Germ antown 
Telegraph. 


T H E V E G E T A H L E G A R D E N . 


Now I* th e T im e to E a rth U p Y o u r 
C elery fo r F all U se—R a llie r L u te to 
M ow S p in a c h . 
It Is now tim e to begin earthing up celery 
for fall use. th a t is w hatever xviii bo needed 
for use in October or Nox-ember. 
W hat is 
xvantod fob w inter use is hotter left for a 
m onth yet w ithout banking. Tire first bank­ 
ing is done thus: Run tho one-horse plough 
at each side of the rows, throw ing the earth 
toward the row but not upon it so as to in­ 
jure tho leaves. Then three men are needed, 
tw o xvith clean, long-handled shovels, to 
throw up the earth,and one to hold tire leaves 
together while the shovellers throw up the 
earth. The bank should be left fiat on top 
Bo as to receive one or tw o m ore bankings 
later, ten or liftcn days being allowed be­ 
tw een the bankings for the celery to groxv. 
A fter shovelling, 
the 
earth 
is pressed 
around the stalks to crowd them together 
by hand. 'I he last hanking should go quite 
to the tops of tho leaves, and in ten to 
tw enty days alter it has been applied tire 
celery will be ready for use. lf the weather 
is warm it xviii blanch out quickly, if cold 
It xviii blanch slowly. After it is blanched 
it xviii not keep m any days if tho xveather 
is hot, but if cold it xx ill keep xvell for a 
m onth or two. Hence it is safer to begin by 
banking only a little at a tim e, but after 
October I tire whole may be commenced. 
Celery is a most delicious nnd xx holosonre 
vegetable, and its use is increasing yearly, 
especially in our city m arkets. 
It is now getting rather late tosow spinach 
seed for fall and xx'intcr sale. but it may 
still be Sown on any well-sheltered Endwell- 
drained land for spring sale th at can be nut 
in order before October I. 
If the land has 
not a natural slope, so as to sired surface 
xvater quickly, it should be throw n into 
ridges eight or ten feet wide w ith alarg e 
two-horse plough, cleaning un the dead 
furroxvs wit Ii 
a 
oire-horse 
plough and 
shovel, and raking off the beds rounding 
and smooth on top for the seed sower. The 
furrows xviii need to be cleaned out lato in 
the fall, so as to allow the rain water to 
run off quickly in w inter before it has 
tim e to freeze on. 
A sudden freeze after a 
rain, which often ftccurs in winter, is sore 
to kjll the spinach xvherc stagnant w ater 
freezes 
hard 
to 
the plant. 
Choose 
a 
place, if 
possible, sheltered 
from 
the 
north 
aud xvest winds. 
If 
tho 
land 
is 
not 
already 
very 
rich 
it 
xviii 
to well to spread on a good coat of stable 
m anure, say three heaps fifteen feet apart 
for each cartload of two cord feet, if the 
m anure is coarse, or half as m uch if well, 
decom posed; this is to be spread before 
ploughing 
The seed should be sown quite 
thickly, using fifteen pounds of seed per 
acre, which will give, if lire seed is fresh 
and good, five ulr.nts to tire inch of drill. 
Of course xve do not need them so thick as 
this in spring, but tire w inter often thins 
them out a good deal, and it often happens 
that xve can thin them out in spring and 
sell the thinnings to advantage, leaving 
the plants an inch apart at first, and at the 
second, thinning five inches apart. 
This 
will give room for fine large plants at the 
last cutting, costing little to trim them for 
m arket, mid selling better than sm all stuff. 


M A T T E R S I N G E N E R A L . 


H int* fo r 
F o rm e rs—H ow to B uild a 
Silo—Avile* u* a M anure a i d CS darter 
C rook. 
After fall w heat is sown further cultiva­ 
tion sufficient to destroy weeds cannot be 
done, for it would destroy the w heat. But 
much m ay be done to kill scattering Canada 
thistles th at have lived through the culti­ 
vation necessary in preparing for wheat 
seeding. It is a critical tim e for them. It 
is uot-necessary to take a hoe or any other 
im plem ent A sharp spade to out tire root 
uuuor tire surface is som etim es recom­ 
m ended, hut it is quite as easy to grasp the 
thistle just below tire surface and pull it up. 
It xviii break xvlrero it joins on the m ain 
root. Once or twice going over a piece will 
not take much tim e, and will greatly dim in­ 
ish the thistle nuisance in next year's har­ 
vest. 
Fall plowing has best effect in heavy land, 
and the xvork should be done as late as pus 
Bible, iii order th a t the disintegrating effect 
of frost m ay be greatest, as it will be xvheu 
actiugon iurrow sas when left iii the loosest 
condition freshly tai I en from tho plough. 
C attle poor when frost pinches pastures in 
autum n xviii be .poor until spring is far ad­ 
vanced, unless fed liberally xviih succulent 
and nutritious food until tb rilt is well 
assured, and such feeding should begin at 
once, or the chalices of success disappear 
w ith the approach of winier. 
Probably in no xray can a farm er m ore 
cheaply aud certainly add to tire value of 
his land than by sowing tim othy seed with 
tire fall seeding of w inter grain. It never 
fails to m ake a catch, while clover sown in 
the spring often does. 
The danger, indeed. 
is iii getting too m uch grass, so as to injure 
the grain. To prevent this, delay sow ing 
th e grass seed two or three weeks, or until 
tire grain is xvell up. In tire m eantim e, roll 
or harrow the surface if the grain has been 
drilled in. This will prevent the grass seed 
from alt falling iii tbe same rows xvith the 
grain, and thus give each a better chance. 
Tim othy is rarely, if ever, w inter killed lire 
first season. The first cron is thus a pretty 
sale one. When it gets older it is liable to 
lie injured by insects, aud especially by tire 
xv Idle grub, but this is never present in now 
seeding. 
Peach trees, as every orchardist knows. 
and as we have often had occasion to men­ 
tion, have a tendency during their grow th 
iii successive years to extend their brandies 
into fire form of long poles, w ith loaves and 
bearing shoots at tire outer ends. and bare 
tow ard the centre ot tho tree. T heyshould 
therefore be pruned yearly, or frequently, 
to keep them xvitlmi bounds and iu a hand­ 
some, com pact shape. There are txvo peri­ 
ods iii tire year in xvliich this xvork may ba 
done. The first is iii tire spring, before the 
leaves open, and the second early in au­ 
tum n, or about tire present tim e, lf done 
late in autum n, the trees do not sufficiently 
recover from the cutting before xx inter, by 
w hich operation they are m ade more sus­ 
ceptible of injury by tire cold. B ut if tire 
operation is performed bv the first of {Sep­ 
tem ber, they recover from its effects, and 
the wood ripens aud thickens before win­ 
ier. It tire cutting back is done annually, 
it will be sufficient to take off from two- 
thirds to nine-tenths of this year's growth, 
thinning them entirely out if too num er­ 
ous, or cutting off' large portions, if done 
less frequently, using judgm ent In giving 
the trees a handsome form. 
Dr. Kedzie says th at all cisterns should 
have an outlet pipe as well as an inlet, and 
of tire txvo the outlet is tire more im portant, 
Aud the escape pine should extend to xvi’ti­ 
ll! halt an inch of tire lowest part of the 
cistern, and should not be more than two 
incites In diam eter when tfie entrance pipe 
is four inches. Bo when tire cistern becomes 
lull during a heavy rain tire xvater is 
pressed out w ith loire enough to carry with 
it ail the dirt and sedim ent th at xx ill settle 
in the lowest place, along xvith all tho old 
im pure xxater. Rut the outlet and inlet 
xvell down below tire irost. 
Make tire neck 
long enough, so the frost (annot enter. 
Above all, m ake tire cistern as deep as pos­ 
sible. Avoid tilters, and you will have a 
cistern ot satisfaction to you and to com­ 
ing g e n e r a l us. 
The cistern preferably 
should be m ade egg-sinip. d. 
it is tire young geese that should bo m ar­ 
keted this fail, as they bring a better pm o 
than old ones, and are more ai dem and, in 
fact Hie old geese m e not salable at all, u n ­ 
less by deception, as they are tough, and 
not easily cooked. Keep the old ones for 
breeders. 
W hat we wish to state is, be­ 
fore you send tire geese to m arket get them 
as tat as they can be, for they will be more 
attractive, but a very fat goose is not as nice 
as one in m oderate condition. 
H ie age ot a coxy ires m uch to clo with her 
value as a m ilker. A cow w ith lier first calf 
n ev er m ilks as well as with her third or 
fourth cue, and for a dairy anim al is, as a 
rule, unprofitable. 
For this reason .care 
should i c taken in buying cows for the 
dairy to obtain those w ith tiieir second or 
til ira calves. 
In storing potatoes several m ethods are 
adopted to protect them against freezing. 
Tile first consideration is to keep them in 
perfect darkness, ih eu ex t ist.io bins should 
not be too deep—not over three feet—to pro­ 
duce w arm th and cause them to sprout 
Do not neglect to save tire corn fodder. It 
should be done in season and in a proper 
m anner. 
E ither cut tire whole corn and 
set in shocks, or cut the tops oil above the 
ears, and after w ilting the blades, bind in 
bundles aud set in shocks. It xviii pay to 
do it xx ell. 
a 
Choice new B oliem ianR rd Bavarian hops 
are S eilin g to brexvers in Am erica tor No­ 
vem ber d elirety et forty-two to fortv-tive 
c e n ts per pound, freight and duty paid.

W hen w heat is sown on very dry soil, tho 
condition may he improved greatly by 
thorough harrow ing th a t will bring the 
seed into clcso contact w ith earth reduced 
to finest tilth, fitted to receive and con­ 
dense atm ospheric vapor until requisite 
m oisture for germ ination is obtained. 


H ow I B u ilt a C te a o S ilo. 
One of the chief reasons why I have not 
before this b u ilt a silo was because of tire 
supposed expense; an d ^ ao t having a very 
large stock of cattle, did not clearly see an 
adequate return for tho outlay. This year j 
I determ ined to build a silo for the stern g 
of my usual m illet crop, and hoxv well I ; 
have succeeded, I leave those xvho read 
this to judge, A wooden silo has alw ays 
been my idea, and *0 I built of t Ii at m ate- | 
rial, using one-half of lire large bavin my , 
barn, letting it go doxvn through to a level j 
xx itll the Hoar in the basem ent, where my 
stables are. Tire 1 nlv excavating I bud to j 
do xvas to dig out for tire foundation about I 
one foot below the level to get sure footing j 
for tire structure, so it would bo secure 
at the bottom , and as this “sink” xvas 
in firmly-compressed 
coarse 
graxrel, it 
m ade a most excellent base. 
All the 
m aterial, lum ber aud cem ent, xvas pur­ 
chased. Tho tloorand joists of the barn war* 
taken out of the part designed for tbe silo, 
nnd gave me sills on three sides for tire 
centre support, or “ bucking’’ for tho stud­ 
ding. 
I am not noted for my ability as a 
w orker in wood, but I set up tire fram e, two 
by 
eight inch 
studding, setting 
them 
tw enty inches ap art 
A plank was set up 
odgoxvise around the "sink,” against which 
to place tire bottom of the studding, and 
cem ent m ortar worked in between tire 
tire plunk and the gravel so th at [bore 
should riot be any givitig away or springing 
at tire bottom, 
fire inside of the silo xvas 
lined up xvith inch pine hoards, and for fear 
th at the corners xvould Dull apart, tire boards 
were crossed on the corners. 
This can be 
dona with every other board, so three 
scantlings xvero

The inside waffs were then 
treated to three Treats of wash, m ade of tw o 
gallons of coal oil and one gallon of linseed 
oil. a fluid w hich w as very penetrating, 
and supposed to resist the action of tire 
m oist contents of tire pit. 
The bottom was 
th en plastered xx ith cem ent mortar. 
Two 
sm all doors were sawed out in the lower 
part, a strip of tarred paper put over each 
aperture. and tire d c rs forced back into 
tiieir p la ces-a n air-tight shut being the 
result, aud tire silo, xvith a measured capac­ 
ity o f forty tons, was com plete. T he cost of 
m aterial, all told, was $81 35, all built by 
niy ow n personal labor, save 81 fit), paid 
tho m ason for grouting tire b ottom ; total 
cost, $32 «C. 
Last w eek I filled the silo luff 
of German m illet, tiffing tbe afternoon of 
each day, aud allow in g the heat to reach 
about loo0, w hich it w ould readily do in 
tw enty-four hours. 
After allow in g tire last 
tilling som e thirty hours to heat,about a foot 
of dry m aterial was scattered even ly over 
the surface, which xvas then covered xxith 
tarred paper, allow in g a good lap to each 
strip. 
Tire paper was cu t long, so that an 
eight-inch end w ould com e up against the 
sides, aud then this xvas floored over w ith 
one and one-fourth inch ash lum ber. 
Then 
several cross strips xvere put on to m ake the 
cover settle evenly. 
For w eights a couple 
of loads of m oderately w ilted m illet xvere 
used, using the precaution to have tire pro­ 
truding 
ends 
and 
sides of tire tarred 
paper put 
up 
against 
the 
wall 
face 
and 
m illet 
pushed 
up firm ly against 
it, 
to

It was raked Im m ediately after 
m ow ing, and allow ed to w ilt sligh tly in tho 
windrows. 
T he expense of putting the 
m illet into lire silo, aside from m y oxvn 
1 1 bor, xvas less than ten cents per ton. 
Tire 
plan seem s lo have given an expedition to 
m illet cu ttin g that I have never betore 
known. To cut and put m illet into the 
barn the sam e day, to snap one s fingers at 
fire w eather, a n i know that it had to be 
handled at once, instead of three to (dx I 
tim es, to cure it. is to class m illet cu ttin g 
am ong the enjoyable ovents of farm life. 
The only perplexing th ing about it is, to be 
occasionally asked, "W on’t it all rot in 
there? 
and not to be able to answer, e x ­ 
cep t by tire assurance of faith that it will 
com e out all right n ext w inter.—[Country 
G entlem an. 


A sh es a s M anure. 
V ery large quantities of both hard and 
pioft tim ber, in the form of logs, slum ps aud 
tree tops, wero burned upon lands th at have 
been under tillage tor, say, from tw enty to 
eigh ty years, in Ohio, K entucky, Indiana 
nnd M ichigan. 
T he fanners who owned 
and ch ared this land had a tradition am ong 
them th at the ashes left from the burning 
"would bo good for tire land," but tho e x ­ 
tent. of the benefit to com * from it xx as 
never teated or known. 
Modern study and 
experim ents have throw n ligh t upon this 
point, aud xvhiie there is not now m uch 
burning of tim ber upon lands in process of 
clearing, yet it often happens th at farm ers 
engaged in the grow ing of crops of grain, 
grass or fruits, desire to have know ledge 
of tbe real value of m anures in general, 
and of certain special m anures iu partic­ 
ular. 
At the M ichigan A gricultural Col­ 
lege careful experim ents have been made, 
and tests upon xvood ami coal ashes, xvith a 
view to arriving ai the value in dollars and 
cents per IOO pounds. 
T his lias been done 
by tak ing th e value of th e follow ing arti­ 
cles iii the open m arket, v iz .: potash, live 
cents a pound; insoluble phosphoric acid, 
five cents; m ixed carbonate of lim e arid 
m agnesia, one-eighth of a cen t a pound. The 
position taken is th at a very large am ouut 
of vegetable m atter is represented by a very 
sm all am ount of ash, thus proving the high 
value of xvood ashes us m anure. To illu s­ 
trate: 
By the burning of a cord of hard 
wood, ten pounds, and of soft xvood, five 
pounds of ashes is produced. Tire experi­ 
m ents m ade show that IOO pounds of ashes 
represents the m ineral m atter of eighty- 
five bushels of w heat. the sam e of corn, aud 
of 
a 
ton 
of 
hay. 
The ashes 
from 
lieech 
and 
hard 
m aple 
was 
found 
to be xx-orth $1 per IOO pounds, oil tire 
basis set out above. Soft-wood ashes, m ade 
by burning hem lock, bassxvood. fir aud pine. 
proved to contain a value of eighty-four 
cents, and show ed 12 per cent, of potash 
and 4 per Cent. of phosphoric acid. 
Corn­ 
cob ashes proved to contain a value of 
82 GO. 
This xviii be a surprise to m any, vet, 
Uke gold, diam onds and rubies, there ere 
not enough corn-cobs to revolutionize agri­ 
culture or overstock the m arket. On tire 
basis of w hat it contains useful to Plant 
growth, hard-coal ashes, xvhiie useful in 
m aking roads, and as an absorbent m aterial 
for restraining foul odors from cesspools, 
etc., is xvortli less than ono cen t per loo 
pounds as an aid to plant growth. Tire sum ­ 
m ing up shows hard-wood ashes to bo worth 
$20; soft-wood ashes, 810 HO; 
leached 
ashes, $10 40; corn-cob ashes, $50; soft- 
coal ashes, forty cents, and hard coal ashes, 
sixteen cents per ton.—[Live Stock Journal. 


Q u a rte r-C ra ck . 
This is a common ailm ent am ong horses 
kept m uch iii bot stables and standing on a 
dry floor. 
It is also far more common in 
hot clim ates and where the horses are 
driven m uch on sandy, dry roads than in 
cool ones, w here the roads ave wet ana 
m uddy. 
There is first some fever in the 
feet and legs, then the hoof becomes drv 
and hard, the horn shrinking or contract­ 
ing, as it is called ; then cracks follow, 
either at the heel or toe. These cracks usu­ 
ally 
extend 
com pletely 
through 
the 
thickness 
of 
the 
hoof, 
exposing the 
sensitive 
parts 
underneath, and more 
or 
less 
inflam m ation 
follows. 
The 
only cure for such cracks is to be sought 
in a nexv grow th of the hoof, or. in other 
w orts. tire crack m ust be obliterated by a 
grow th of horn Irom above do xx ti ward, as 
tire horn, xvben once broken or cracked 
xviii not grow together or unite at its edges. 
Tire most common practice is to completely 
clean out the crack with xx arm xvater. and 
remove all loose stireds of horn, and then 
cross-fire tho hoof w ith a Dot iron. Duly a 
x ery slight burn xviii be needed at the coro­ 
net. m erely sufficient to excite a new growth 
of horn at tiffs point. The edges of tire horn 
at both sides of the crack, its entire length, 
m aybe burin d, but not deep enough to 
injure the 
sensitive 
parts underneath. 
A fter 
tiring, 
fill 
tire 
erat k 
xvith 
tar 
or 
pfich 
and 
bind 
the 
hoof 
with waxed thread. 
E xam ine the hoof 
frequently and see th at the new growth of 
horn of the coronet starts solid and without 
a rra ck . If it does not do tins, repeat tho 
firing at ttiat point until tho new grow th is 
satisfactory. A bur shoe xviii be necessary 
xviien the crack extends to the bottom of 
the boof. It will take m onths for the ( rack 
to grow out under tire most favorable con­ 
ditions; consequently considerable patience 
xviii be required in treating the anim al. 
Tire hoof m ay be oiled occasionally with 
neatsfoot oil aud kerosene, about two parts 
of the form er to one part of the latter.

O ther quadrupeds 
there are. amt in m yriad num bers, oven to 
the subtle fox. A n ight or two ago the har­ 
vest moon, though not full grown, was mel­ 
low and ripe looking.

EXPLOSIVE COMPOUNDS. 


The M aking of D ynam ite and the Pow er 
th a t Lies D orm ant in I t—The E xperi­ 
m ents M ade by F oreign E ngineers. 
“The terrific explosion in Chicago last 
Sunday Rives some idea of the great power 
th at lies sleeping in dynam ite,” said a well­ 
know n dealer in explosives to T he G t.obe 
reporter. 
"D id you ever consider w hat 
sim ple things go to m ake up this explosive 
compound. Two of the most innocent sub­ 
stances in the world are cotton and glycer­ 
ine. Each, however, is at the bead of a 
very explosive fam ily. 
Effects are pro­ 
duced by tho cotton explosives which can­ 
not bo obtained by the glycerine family, 
and the glycerine explosives give results 
unobtainable by tile gun cotton family. 
Gun cotton, as its nam e implies, is moro 
adapted for w arlike purposes, while nitro­ 
glycerine and its derivatives aro better 
suited lor m ining operations.” 
“ Nitro-glycerine is obtained by placing a 
quantity of glycerine in a bath composed of 
one part of nitric and two of sulphuric acid. 
D uring tile process a high tem perature is 
developed, and tim vessel in which the m ix­ 
ture is formed requires to be kept in ice j 
water. 
Nitro-glycorine thus obtained is ] 
colorless and lins a sweet, arom atic taste 
and tho consistency of o ive oil. It congeals 
at 8 centigrade, but explodes by a shock or 
jar, or bv being raised to the tem perature I 
of ISO0 centigrade by an electric battery or 
fulm inating preparations, urb as Hie ful- I 
initiate of mercury*. Its explosive power is 
said by artillerists to be six tim es th a t of 
powder, 
its projectile 
fori e four tim es 
greater. In its sim ple state it was too dan­ 
gerous for use, owing to its liability to ex­ 
plode by a jar. 
"N ear Elan! ens, in Wales, a cart convey­ 
ing some to the state quarries happened to 
strike one of the wheels against a stone iii 
tiny rough road, and cart, horses and driver 
were seen no more. A leaky can bad let 
some escape on tile door of a railroad car; 
a porter accidentally threw a piece of slate 
on it. and 
T he C ar W as W recked. 
The British P arliam ent prohibited its 
use lor a tim e. But its advantages over 
powder in all m ining operations were so 
m arked th at its m anufacture could not be 
stopped. Tlie tiling to be done, then, was 
to bring it m ore under control. 
"As usual, accident put men of science on 
the right track. Some workm en noticed 
th a t it lost its exnlosibility when mixed 
w ith a certain kind of sand. 
Nobel was led 
by observation of this fact to form the com­ 
pound nam ed dynam ite, which is sim ply 
nitro glycerine absorbed by sand. He used 
for his base a silicious sand found at tiber* 
lobe. in Hanover. D uring thesiege of Paris 
Hie French engineers, not being able to ob­ 
tain th is (Kieselguhr), employed coke dust 
from the gas works with succ ss. and natnod 
tile com pound R andannite. The first dyna­ 
m ite m anufactured by Nobel, bis ‘No. J,’ 
contained seventy-five parts of nitro-glvcer- 
ine and twenty-five of silicious sand, Y’ari- 
ous proportions aro used, according to tho 
use to which the compound is destined. 
"Tile A ustrian engineers employed tho 
low figures of 40 ordo per cent, nitro-glyce- 
rine absorbed iii sawdust. They argued 
th a t it was better to increase the volum e of 
the explosive substance than to incur risk 
from using it in a more concentrated form. 
It was formed into cartridges tor the sap­ 
pers of the arm y to carry on their persons, 
the proportion being 35 per cent. nitro­ 
glycerine and <55 sawdust. In mines, w here 
it 
is 
necessary 
th at 
the 
effective 
(barge 
should 
occupy 
as 
sm all 
a 
space 
as 
possible, 
the 
proportions 
are 
inverted. 
Then 
some 
destruc­ 
tive geniuses invented fulm inative and 
other compounds. 
All these are styled 
dynam ites w ith an inert I ase, for the sub­ 
stances w ith which the nitro-glycerire is 
m ixed contribute nothing to the explosive 
power. I he next step was the production 
ot dynam ites w ith an active base. In them 
tim nitro-glycerine is absorbed by carbonate 
of magnesia, azotate of soda, nitrate of po­ 
tassium , and tho like, which exercise a 
direct 
A ction on the Explosion 
by utilizing the portion of oxygen set free 
by the decom position of the nitro-glycerine. 
The French dynam ites contain one of these 
salts m ixed w ith saw dust or tripoli stone. 
N obels dynam ite “No. 2” contains nitro, 
! resin and coal dust. 
In the w ar the Ger­ 
m ans used a compound called tho stone 
breaker. 
Ibis is m ade in the factory of 
K rebs at K alk, near Cologne, and consists of 
52 parts in w eight of nitroglycerine, 30 of 
silicious sand, 12 powdered anthracite, 4 
n itrate of soda and 2 of sulphur according 
to one process, w hile another form ula is 
42 parts of nitro-glycerine, 25 nitrate of 
soda, 4 sulphur and 29 of coal dust, saw ­ 
dust and sand. 
"An A ustrian engineer was next seized 
w ith Hie bright idea of m ixing nitro-glyce­ 
rine and gun cotton. He called his new 
compound pyroxyline dynam ite, and used 
75 per cent. of nitro-glycerine and 25 per 
cent. of gun cotton, 
ib is put Professor 
Al el on bis m ettle, and Ii2 threw ids talents 
into inventing plvoxyline dynam ite, a m ix­ 
ture of gun cotton w ith nitre saturated in 
nito-glycerine. 
Nobel, not 
to 
bo out­ 
done. 
invented 
his 
explosive 
gela­ 
tine, consisting of 95 per cont, ot nitro­ 
glycerine and 5 per c en t of collodium 
cotton. 
This article is twice as strong 
as his dynam ite "No. I.” Nobel was now in 
the vein, and he next devised his gelatinous 
dynam ite, containing 86.40 of the nitro­ 
glycerine, 9 .60cl powdered gun cotton and 
4 of cam phor. This com pound will resist 
the m ost violent shocks. It is a gelatinous 
mass, elastic, transparent, of a pale yellow 
color 
It can be cut w ith a knife and sub­ 
jected to pressure w ithout any nitro-glycer­ 
ine exuding. It preseries its virtues dur­ 
ing long im m ersions in water, and when 
frozen forms a '-olid mass like candy sugar. 
It will not explode even when 
S tru ck by ai Rifle H all 
at tw enty yards’ distance. 
It burns in fire 
quietly w ithout exploding, just as ordinary 
dynam ite does. 
D ynam ite 
being 
now 
rendered non­ 
explosive by shock or by fire, requires to be 
exploded by some fulm inate or by electric­ 
ity. The fulm inates of m ercury or of silver, 
or chlorate of potassium , are the m eans 
generally used. In very cold w eather, when 
tho dynam ite is frozen, it has to be thawed- 
but it is only necessary to thaw one ear. 
tridge in order to set off the whole charge- 
The effects are alm ost incredible. Dyna­ 
m ite 
exploded 
on 
a 
sheet 
of 
iron 
does 
not 
break 
it, 
but 
knocks 
a 
hole through it; exploded on the ground, 
it produces a regular crater. 
A charge of 
three kilogram s of dynam ite placed on a 
plate of iron five centim etres thick and one 
m etre square made a hole seven centim e­ 
tres in diam eter. 
A hole fifteen centim e­ 
tres deep and two centim etres across was 
m ade in an anvil weighing 20o kilogram s. 
A wall 2.50 m etres high and half a m etre 
thick was blown down by three and one-half 
kilogram s in zinc cartridges. A I oat laden 
w ith hydraulic cem ent sank in the Rhine, 
near Cologne, and impeded 
navigation. 
One hundred and 
thirty kilogram s 
of 
"stonebreaker” were sim ply placed on it 
an<l exploded' by a battery on shore. 
Tho 
boat and its cargo were reduced to frag­ 
m ents which the current carried away. 
"D ynam ite has been used in agricultural 
operations. Signor Rossi Fedegrotti found 
th at he saved 30 per cent, in money and OO 
per cent. in time. One piece of ground re­ 
quired, in order to dig to the depth of 1.20 
meter, the work of eight m en for seven 
days and an expense of 62Vs lire. The 
other niece of equal size was turned up to 
the same depth by mines three m eters 
apart, containing each seventy grains of 
dynam ite. No. I. The work required the 
lal or of the eight m en for only three days 
and a half, and cost 43Va lire.”

As for Ute great-grand­ 
children of tho m ale line, they w illonly ho 
prince and princess of Ute blood and serene 
highnesses, except the eldest son tit each 
great-grandson, who will bear in addition 
the title of im perial highness. The pen­ 
sions now paid to tho m em bers of tho im ­ 
perial fam ily are reduced two-thirds. Tile 
statutes now revised by the em peror wore 
those established by the Em peror Baul, and 
deposited 
on tho 
altar 
of Assumption 
Cathedral, in Moscow. The em press will, 
hereafter receive 200,000 roubles a year, 
instead of roo,goo, the czarevitch loo,OOO. 
his wife, when ho gets one. 50,000 aud their 
“keep.” The dowries of tho grand duch­ 
esses, grandchildren aud great-grandchil­ 
dren will lie 100,000. All tlie sons of the 
em peror, except the heir to Hie throne. 
will receive 150,000 instead of 500,000 ana 
200,000 a year on their m arriage. The 
brides of these sons of the em peror will re­ 
ceive 40,000 instead of 60,OOO a year. Tlie 
em peror’s daughter, after m ajority, and lie- 
fore lier m arriage, will have 50.000 lier an­ 
num . The im perial chlldreuof form erom per- 
rors will have 33.OOO u year and tlteir keep. 
Only tho wile of the czarevitch, aud of Ute 
next eldest, of his lino will have to belong 
to tile Greek church hereafter. It sounds 
very line, and is d irt cheap, and it m ust be 
authentic or the Russian papers would not 
print it; but w ill it work? I lenses, in spite 
of the dreadful sound, are not like the an­ 
cient laws of the Medes and Persians, or 
like Jove's thunderbolts—another can be 
easily built and launched to render tho im ­ 
perial fam ily happy again.

Two men were taken sick aud 
onlv two of us were left. We were up all 
night and all the next day.

Well, we sailed along and put 
into Kum m erory’s bay. The m ate tola tho 
two sick m en to go ashore. We wished to 
go, too. as our voyage was up, but bo 
wouldn’t pay us.

R ight on the surface of the recent suc­ 
cession of defalcations by presidents and 
cashiers lies the lesson th a t eternal vigi­ 
lance on the part of the directors of banks 
and corporations is the price of safety. 


G r a y , G o u l d and B a r t h o l o m e w were 
all enabled to do as they cl ii because appear­ 
ances were accepted for realities, probity 
was assum ed instead of being ascertained, 
and everything was taken for granted when 
it should have been looked into and exam ­ 
ined. Thero was a world of tru th in the 
rem ark m ade by an em inent lawyer, th at 
" it is alw ays your old. honqred and trusted 
servant who rifles the safe and lights out 
w ith the cash box. for the reason th a t he is 
tho only one who can possibly do such a 
th in g —because you don’t w atch him .” 


CALL THEM IN. 


The treasury surplus is still rising, tho 
receipts for the 
current m onth having 
already exceeded 
the 
expenditures by 
§11,000,000. There is now over §70,000,000 
in the treasury over and above tho reserve. 
XhiB large surplus ought to be applied to 
th e extinguishm ent of the outstanding 3 
per cent, bonds. 
The national banks are 
putting every possible obstruction in the 
way of this being done. These bonds are 
th e basis of th eir circulation, but th a t is no 
reason why th e people should continue to 
owe and pay interest on §70,000,000of debt 
which thoy are ready to pay off. 
These 
3 per cent. bouds should be all called per­ 
em ptorily, and the interest on them stopped. 
More than this, they ought to be paid, w hen 
presented, in gold and silver, as stipulated 
on their face. The adm inistration would 
havo the people at its back in putting this 
program m e through.

SOME POLITICAL MEN 
OF 
LETTERS. 


C h a r l e s L a m b , after an experience of 
m any years in literary work, and as a clerk 
in the London Custom House, advised a 
friend to go into business of some sort, say­ 
ing th at if he should have but live consola­ 
tory m inutes betwoeu his desk aud his bed, 
it would be bettor for bim ; or even to 
throw him self “from tho steep Tarpeian 
rook, 8lap-dash, headlong upon iron spikes,” 
than to rely wholly on literary labor for 
support. 
This has 
doubtless 
been 
tho 
feeling of 
m any 
a 
weary w orker 
in 
literature at 
tim es, through tho vary­ 
ing 
experiences of his profession, and 
accounts largely, doubtless, for the dis­ 
position on tho part of m en of letters in 
general to seek governm ent positions as “an 
anchor cast to w indw ard.” in the absence 
of an aptitude or taste for other pursuits. 
Such was the case w ith H a w t h o r n e , who 
was glad to be appointed "a w eigher and a 
gauger” in the Boston Custom House by 


B a n c r o f t , Hie historian, then collector of 
tho port under President V a n B u r k n ’s 
adm inistration. The distinguished author 
was accustom ed to w rite very pleasantly 
and 
hum orously 
of 
his 
novel duties 
as a "tide-w aiter and excisem an,” 
and 
fully repaid tho public for his appointm ent, 
if only by giving them such delightful 
reading. On one occasion he wrote to a 
friend th at ho had been "w eighing coal all 
day” on the dock of a little black British 
bark down in a dreary, dark dock at the 
North E n d ; but lie could see B unker Hill 
m onum ent in the distance, w ith a bit of 
blue sky, and could sniff tho fresh breeze, 
which was a good deal. 
Subsequently, 
when surveyor of the port of Salem, under 
the P o l k adm inistration, he wrote de­ 
lightfully 
of his 
"sinecureship.” 
(He 
was 
hardly 
a 
good 
civil 
ser­ 
vice 
reform er.) 
Though by no m eans 
an 
"offensive 
partisan,” 
ho 
still 
believed so strongly in the principles of tile 
Democratic party and was so pronounced an 
advocate thereof, th at ho was turned out of 
bis Boston “w eigher and gaugcrship" to 
m ake room for a good W hig. Party feeling 
ran high In those days, aud close neighbors 
carved each other up on a very m oderate 
difference of opinion. 
H a w t h o r n e ’s po­ 
litical views were broadened ana d eclined. 
as we have seen, by his experience in the 
consul generalship at Liverpool, to wffiieh 
he was appointed by bis old college m ate 
and friend, President F r a n k l i n P ie r c e. 
W ith few exceptions literary men holding 
P litical office have been men of ^ n a d 
views, rarely descending to be politicians 
only. They have accepted positions because 
of their interest in affairs of State, and not 
merely as an author frequently accepts an 
university scholarship or prolessor’s chair 
for the stipend which keeps him from tho 
vulgar fear of starving w hile w aiting the 
fate of Ins publications. 
Such have been 


J a m e s B u s s e l l L o w e l l , J o h n L o t h r o p 


M o t l e y , J o h n s o n , F r a n k l in , and others 
iu Am erican history, and D i s r a e l i, G l a d ­ 


s t o n e , 
D e r b y , S c o t t , B u r n s, T h i e r s , 


G u iz o t and hosts of others in European 
politics. These men going, at first possibly, 
into governm ent service as a m eans of ad­ 
vantage to them -elves in the way of foreign 
travel or lucrative salary, soon proved their 
value to the state in th eir deep aud intelli­ 
gent interest in its welfare. Such was M o t ­ 


l e y w hile secretary of 
legation at St. 
Petersburg, m inister at The Hague and to 
Austria, and L o w e l l as m inister to Groat 
Britain. 
Perhaps the most exceptional—well-nigb 
unique—specim en of litterateur in govern­ 
m ent ofiice was C h a r l e s L a m b . 
T hat 
erratic author know the way 
to 
India 
House, where he had to go every day so 
early (by noon), but he never could rem em ­ 
ber where it was located so as to direct any 
one there. He was generally late In getting 
to his desk in the m orning, and rem ained 
no longer th an he was obliged in the after­ 
noon for decency’s sake. It is said th at 
m ost of the E n a essays were w ritten there, 
aud th a t w hen not engaged on those he was 
scribbling one of ilia unsuccessful plays. 
His last 
play 
so 
w ritten—“Mr. IL” — 
was loudly hissed on the night of its pro­ 
duction at Drury Lane Theatre, and L a m b , 
sitting in the pit w ith a friend, hissed and 
hooted as I aud as any one at his ow n folly, 
, and ever after m ade a jest of his dram atic 
! attem pts.

L a m b , who was often threatened with dis- 
; charge from his place, but in whose behalf 
I his own excessive good nature and influen­ 
tial friends as often interposed. His friends 
were am ong the brightest intellects of that 
i brilliant 
literary 
period, 
including 


JUSTIN MCCARTHY. 


No m an has ever come to us from abroad 
more deserving of the warm welcome which 
he will certainly receive from the American 
people than J u s t in M cC a r t h y , author, 
poet, journalist, historian, statesm an and 
patriot. 
His noble service as one of the 
parliam entary pillars of the Home Rule 
cause would alone ensure him a hearty re­ 
ception and a friendly audience w herever 
ho appears on this side. Q uite apart, how­ 
ever, from his prom inence in the great polit­ 
ical battles of his tim e, ho holds a place in 
literature f ia t fairly entitles him to distin­ 
guished honor in a country whero hom age 
is always paid to brains and gonius. Eng­ 
land, herself, is 
indebted to this gifted 
Irishm an for the best narrative of her later 
history and progress. "T he History of Our 
Own T im es” will rank am ong the classics 
of popular education. We som etim es hear 
a sneer at “the scholar in politics” and 
there are types of him which aro fair m arks 
for contem pt. In J u s t in M cC a r t h y the 
noble 
service 
which 
a 
scholar 
who 
adds 
to 
learning 
a 
broad 
hum an sym pathy and a talent for practical 
co-operation w ith his fellow-men receives 
a striking illustration. True alw ays to his 
country, he has brought to the work of 
liberating her from oppression and injus­ 
tice a firm grasp of tho facts and forces 
th a t bear upon th at work which has won 
adm iration even from the opponents of the 
N ationalist cause. 
It was this clearness of 
vision which enabled him ten years ago to 
prophesy w ith confidence th a t the Irish 
question would in the near future m ake 
and unm ake British m inistries, and con­ 
tinue to do so until it was righteously set­ 
tled. In the interview w ith him just pub­ 
lished lie exhibits tile sam e characteristic 
insight into the future. He is not carried 
away w ith party passion nor blinded by 
personal antipathies. He gives unstinted 
praise to Mr. G l a d s t o n e , but he recognizes 
tho probability th at homo rule, when it 
conies, will come as a Tory m easure. He tells 
us th at I ord R a n d o l p h C h u r c h il l , eratic 
as he has been in m any ways, has never­ 
theless great abilities, and is a very sus­ 
ceptible subject for conversion to a great 
and liberal Irish policy. Ile feels fully 
assured th at the concession of the right to 
rule herself is 
near a t hand, and 
he 
acknowledges the powerful 
part which 
Am erican 
sym pathy arid support have 
played in bringing things to their present 
pass. Mr. PARNELL is am ply justified in 
expecting valuable results from J u s t in 


M cC a r t h y ’s visit to this country. He comes 
to us w ith a reputation th a t rests on the 
m ost solid basis, and he will be listened to 
w ith unusual attention and respect. 
His 
public addresses cannot fail to inspire and 
educate the public m ind here, and present 
Ireland’s case in a yet clearer and stronger 
light before the court of civilized thought 
aud opinion. _

Newspaper 
correspondents 
m isunder­ 
stand why Mr. M e a g h e r , the counsel for 
tho D. J. Adams, moved the com m issioner at 
H alifax to exclude witnesses and reporters 
from the taking of the crow n's depositions 
in this case. 
Tho preventing of witnesses 
of one side from hearing tho testim ony of 
each other in a controverted caso has 
always been held by courts to be one of the 
im portant safeguards in obtaining the ex­ 
act tru th regarding the transaction in ques­ 
tion. 
Indeed, it is as old as the story of 
SUSANNAH rn the Bible. 
Tho depositions taken are not evidence 
until they have boon reported to the court 
scaled up, are found not to have been tam ­ 
pered w ith, and th at ho legal objection to 
the action of the com m issioner or of the 
witness exists. T heir publication i9 then 
ordered, if they are free from valid objec­ 
tion; otherw ise they are ordered to bo sup­ 
pressed. 
P utting into the hand.* of w it­ 
nesses copies of the testim ony of other wit­ 
nesses of the sam e side who already have 
been exam ined, m ay in m any cases preju­ 
dice the other side of the case greatly. 
Usually under a commission witnesses are 
exam ined separately by the com m issioner, 
all but counsel 
being 
excluded. 
The 
deposition 
is 
then 
certified, 
sealed 
up, 
and 
directed 
to 
tho 
court, and 
can 
only 
be 
opened 
and 
read 
by order of court or consent of parties. The 
court will then hoar objections aud decide 
w hether it shall bo allowed as evidence or 
not. 
lf allowed it is published and m ay be 
read at tho trial. 
Tho reporters appear to havo thought that 
the taking was a public act. when in fact 
the very circum stances of th a t taking may 
vitiate the whole deposition and exclude it. 
Mr. M e a g h e r evidently was guarding the 
interest of his Am erican client, and the re­ 
porters have boon misled to suppose this 
deposition-taking was tho hearing of the 
case before the court. 
The depositions 
w hich aro being taken at H alifax will not 
be adm itted as evidence in the caso of the 
D. J. Adams until tho Yice’Court of Ad­ 
m iralty shall have passed upon the legality 
of the proceedings of the commissioner.

connoisseur and gourm et. 
The gam e sea­ 
son is fairly opened, and woods, lakes, 
ponds, rivers and shores are laid under con­ 
stant contribution to supply the increasing 
dem ands of good livers and epicures. It is 
not a bud tim e. either, for the nascent nat­ 
uralist to pursue the study nearest his heart 
where he can learn just w hat be so eagerly 
seeks to kuow right at home, besides hav­ 
ing the free help of not less interested in­ 
quirers around him. 
Peaches are going like the cricket song, 
blushing in the richest of chrom es as they 
offer their ruddy cheeks on the sidew alks 
to the kisses of the sun. 
Grapes never 
looked more luscious and tem pting. 
Ttie 
little Delawares snuggle in dainty-looking 
lots, but the grape for the people just now 
is tile generously globular Concord, its pur­ 
pled skin ready to burst w ith the sweet 
juices compressed w ithin. 
And in such 
abundance, aud so cheap. It is often com ­ 
plained that the Boston fruit m arket is tho 
dearest m arket in the country, which cer­ 
tainly ought not to bo true, w hether it is or 
not. But, at any rate, fruit looks enough 
m ore enticing here than it does in most 
m arkets to vindicate a dem and for higher 
prices on asth etic grounds alone. The eye 


m ay be supposed to largely govern the pal­ 
ate. Concords aro as low as five cents a 
pound at the street stands, and are to be 
had in required quantities in th e open 
m arkets on term s equally agreeable to tho 
consum er. 
B artlett pears bring more than they did a 
short tim e ago, because they are not in such 
a plentiful supply. So do truly nice apples, 
©specially of the sparkling qualities. Provi­ 
dent housekeepers are busy about the an­ 
nual canning enterprises now. and conse­ 
quently w ant the best general selections in 
every lino of fruit which they design “put­ 
ting dow n’’ for w inter’s relish and relief. 
"T ruly good” apples are as yet far from 
being too com m on; plum s th at still wear a 
bloom are of various degrees of m erit, and 
the day for golden quinces is not quite yet. 
Cranberries will rival the m ottled red of 
old 
m en’s 
cheeks later on.

Melons are becom ing asham ed to assert 
their presence w ith any of their early as­ 
surance, and therefore fail to a ttract fur­ 
ther notice; the late returns can be carried 
off w ith thanks, for a m erely nom inal de­ 
posit of money. The foundation foods of 
hum an existence—m eats and fish—aro be­ 
ginning to show up irresistibly, and with 
the tim ely entrance of venison and oysters 
into tho crowding arena where the struggle 
for life is every day going on m ake a dis­ 
play th a t most effectively invites a liberal 
transfer to the larder of every m an who 
either eats to live or lives to cat.

A NEW TREATY 


Offered by Canada in Refer­ 
ence to Fishery Troubles. 


Reciprocity Proposed— Goods and Wares 


Included in the Free List. 


Its Articles to be Considered 
Washington. 
at 


O t t a w a , Septem ber 23.—For some tim e 
there has been talk of a new treaty betw een 
Canada and the U nited states. About a 
year ago Canadian Conservatives w anted a 
treaty for the free exchange of fish, agricul­ 
tural products and coal, while tho United 
States naturally insisted on a free exchange 
of commodities. At last a docum ent was 
draw n up and G reat B ritain, out of cour­ 
tesy, subm itted it to Canada’s inspection 
for 
any suggestions which 
her states­ 
m en m ight m ake. To Sir Charles Tupper, 
the Canadian high com m issioner in London, 
was left the duty of explaining th e provi­ 
sions and pointing out tho m any Strong 
points as E ngland viewed 
them . 
This 
treaty, or a copy of it, has been in tho hands 
of Sir John A. M acdonald for the last lour 
weeks, and has been considered at more 
than one m eeting of the e.abmet council. 
The day before yesterday it cam e up again on 
Sir Charles’ arrival from H alifax,and at th at 
council certain suggestions and alterations 
were draw n up and telegraphed in cypher 
to the English m inister at W ashington last 
night. 
Tho despatch contains over 1500 
words, the contents of which only the 
receiver and sender know. 
This m uch is 
known. 
Strong objection was m ade to 
including cotton, clothes, bools and shoes, 
iron and steel, sugar and agricultural im ple­ 
m ents in the freelist, 
'ih e first clause of 
the proposed new treaty reads as follow s;

Speaking of the treaty, the Free Press of 
this evening says: 
The treaty which is in course of preparation 
between the United States and Great Britain has 
been sent here to be inspected by the cabinet be­ 
fore signing by the high contracting parties. 
Inasmuch as *'■ar-*" Is the most interested, 
it is thought, that tile subject was broached 
bv Great Britain directly after the result of 
the Nova Scotia elections was known, and that 
Lord Lansdowne, as representing Canada, went 
to England especially In connection with this 
matter. Since then negotiations have been pend­ 
ing between United States Minister Phelps and 
the representative of England’s government. The 
proposed treaty amicably settles the fishery and 
headlands question, and deals largely with 
reciprocal trade relations between Canada aud 
the United States In certain lines. Suggestions 
as to modifications will be sent by the Dominion 
government to the colonial secretary at an early 
day, when the document will be concluded and 
signed. It is promised that the trade relations 
between Canada and the United States will be 
more liberal 
under the 
new treaty than 
at present. Should the negotiations be success­ 
ful, that success will lie entirely due through tho 
Impulse given by the secession victory in Nova 
Scotia at the provincial elections to Groat Brit­ 
ain's interest in tile matter. The imperial gov­ 
ernment forced the Dominion authorities to 
move, and, as Ute result of Great Britain’s inter­ 
ference, Justice will be done to the Maritime 
Provinces. 


ODD FELLOWS.

The annual session of tho Sovereign Grand 
Lodge of Odd Fellows was held in Boston 
last week, and was in every respect highly 
successful.

About New York’s ‘Elective 
Judiciary. 


Mediocre Lawyers Who Reach the Beuch 


Through Politics. 


Arguments of a Shrewd Politician 
Justifying Assessments. 


N e w Y o r k , Septem ber 25.—This tim e of 
the year is about half agreeable in the city. 
because w hile strangers aro plentiful in the 
streets, one’s own fam ily m ay be in the 
country. The politicians, too, are bolster­ 
ing up and getting ready for the cam paign, 
which elect m em bers of Assembly and one 
judge of appeals. The supposition was th at 
the two political parties would unite, as 
they have already done once or twice, upon 
some candidate for this high bench, so as to 
throw out of Hie auction pool a place of 
dignity like a great judge’.*. 
The politi­ 
cians. however, never acquire anything but 
they hold to it w ith tenacity. I had a con­ 
versation with an ex-m ayor of New York a 
few days ago on this subject of assessing 
the judiciary, which I declared to be a dis­ 
grace which if a m an could assent to, it 
seemed to me it was unnecessary for him 
ever to havo any fu rth er political indigna­ 
tion. 
The ex-Mayor was an am iable man, nn- 
seandalized by any episode in his life, but 
lie has probably been a convert, from early 
beginnings, to the idea th a t all things are the 
sam e; th at politics is business and business 
is politics. Said he: "My dear young friend, 
you are wrong. This business of being a 
a judge is nothing In the World but select­ 
ing a m an of good reputation and some 
knowledge of the law, to preside over 
a court, 
It 
is 
altogether 
a question 
of the salary, and no m an would go on 
the bench except w ith reference to the sal­ 
ary, as no m an has eyer gone upon any 
bench w ithout taking into consideration 
the length of his term and his annual com­ 
pensation. 
We have fixed the salaries and 
term s of our judges high, so as to be able to 
draw upon the m ost successful line ol law­ 
yers. lf the bench,” said the mayor, 
wus 
to be coveted by tile legal ability, it would 
dem onstrate in its judges th at you wottldn t 
see the present people there,’ 
"Are they not good lawyers?" 
“They are 
M id d lin g M ood L a w y e r i, 
out hardly the m en who could earn more 
than their judicial salaries. There is prob­ 
ably not one of them who could m ake 
his salary either practising by him self or as 
a m em ber of a law firm. We generally nut 
on the bench m en of good nature w ith 
am iable social abilities who tor some reason 
or other, of a practical sort, do not succeed 
very well at the bar. W hen wo cannot elect 
a person who is a lawyer to some more im­ 
portant office we com pensate him for his 
sacrifices 
and defeats, by Benning him 
upon 
the 
bouch. 
The 
salaries 
of 
our judges run h ig h : on the Suprem e bench 
ttaev are §15,000 to §17,000 a vear, and a 
little above th at on the Bench of Appeals, 
and the term is long enough tor a m an to 
grow gray sitting un there and still havo 
saved enough to take care of his old age. 
As a judge he is paid cash, not in contin­ 
gent fees nor in other law suits w here he 
m ust sue to recover w hat he has earned. 
Being paid cash, aw arded a long term of 
service and a high salary, we politicians 
think a judge is not too good to pay his 
assessm ent like Any other m an.” 
Haiti I: "B ut 
Mr. Mayor, it certainly 
sounds badly th at a m an who becomes a 
judge over all private and public interests 
buys his nom ination, or perhaps incurs an 
obligation to goon th at bench w hich strains 
or tem pts him alterw ard to m ake up the 
deficiency.’’ 
"Pshaw ,” said tile Mayor, "you m ight as 
well say th at every m an who goes into com­ 
merce and borrows the money for his share 
of the capital is thereby in a great tem pta­ 
tion ; on the contrary, if the judge has 
P a id H U A iie iim e n t 
and is elected, he is 
more apt to live 
Abstemiously, attend strictly to his duties 
and be a better judge than if the office had 
cost him nothing and he had come into it 
in a m easure independent.” 
"N evertheless,” said I, "I cannot th in k 
th a t judges ought to pay political assess­ 
ments. It is not done in other States and 
cities. 
It certainly m ust have been thought 
disgraceful when it 
originated here at 
first.” 
“It has been tho case,” said the Mayor, 
"ever since I Knew anything about Now 
York City politics.” 
"Do you mean to tell mo th at Judge 
Sedgwick, the late m ugw um p Republican 
candidate, ever paid un assessm ent?” 
"Yes. sir; he paid it the first tim e ho ran. 
It w asn't large, but it was all he had to pay. 
Sedgwick bad run for some m inor place 
and failed. He was a Republican, rath er a 
good liver, fond of his social g ass. 
We 
m ust not suppose th at ho ever was a long­ 
faced and highly abstem ious m in. 
When 
wo boys knew hun lie beamed With good 
fellowship. A few of his friends w anted to 
see him put up, believing Hint he had a 
narrow chanco to be elected 
I did not be­ 
lieve myself th at be had one chance 
in 
tw enty; 
but 
it 
happened 
that 
year 
th a t 
there 
were 
com bats 
and 
conflicts which all bore in the direction of 
tho Republicans. T hisinuch-a used Apollo 
H all had no chalice to elect anything 
except by coining in w ith Hie Republicans; 
We fixed up Sedgw ick’s nom ination by 
political devices which m ight m ake your 
hair stand if they were all explained. We 
got up a conference com m ittee between the 
Republicans and Apollo Hall. Chester A. 
A rthur aud myself conferred, and we ar­ 
ranged that be and lits men were not to 
give upJSedgwlck’ while we should appear 
to be punctilious on th at point, ana yet 
were to concede tho judge tinnily to the Re­ 
publicans. 
To this end we got Colonel 
George .Spencer, who is 
F ir t t H a t e a t a K o n iirin g E f fo r t, 
to stand ready to speak at tho right tim e to 
the eff ect th at the Republicans would never 
concede th at judgeship. 
Of course, be­ 
tween the two conventions, Dem ocratic and 
Republican, there was a vast am ount of 
trading, but Hie little inner ring of chaps 
fixed it up. Bpcncor m ade ilia speech and 
Sedgwick was put by the Republicans as a 
m an they would not w ithdraw. 
We then 
went back to our hall and we had our fel­ 
lows fixed to cheer at tho lig h t tim e, and 
we announced th at hard as tho conditions 
were, we thought, in view of the great op­ 
portunities

Not 
m any 
people 
knew 
who or what Sedgwick was. T ee chairm an. 
who knew his role perfectly well, announced 
the m otion Carried. Now. before Sedgwick 
was nom inated he had rem arked th a i he 
couldn’t raise any money to nay his assess­ 
m ent; we asked nim how m uch he could 
raise; w hether ho could raise §1000? He 
said lie thought lie m ight be able to dothat. 
W hen he was nom inated he sent his check 
for *250, which lie said wa* everything he 
could put up. 
The consequence was his 
election, and at the last contest which took 
place only last tall Lie got another term , and 
there he is enjoying the good place for any­ 
where between tw enty and thirty years.” 
"B ut," said I. "he did not put up any 
money last tim o?” 
"Oh, no; because everything favored his 
election, aud it was not necessary. 
All 
the Dem ocratic organlzatioi* but on • sup­ 
ported him, a* well as Hie Republicans.” 
"Do you know,” said i to my inform ant, 
"th at a great deal of this money is stolon 
which is sui scribed to these election com ­ 
m ittees; you ought to know th at the traders 
in these election funds often 
T a k e O n e M a n ’* .M oney 
and confiscate it, and then take another 
m an’s money and support him, or some­ 
tim es they will draw from three candidates 
at once, as when they put up Gibbs and took 
G rant’s iloiioy, and finally supported Grace 
for m ayor.” 
"W ell,” replied the mayor, “thero is a 
leakage, of course, in cam paign funds; 
there is no rigid accounting for how money 
is applied. B ut the fact you have to face is 
th at these elections cost a great deal of 
money. It costs §50,000 to run an election 
in the City of 
New York; 
you have, 
say. 300 polling 
places, and 
the law 
m akes no provision w hatever for the 
prim ing of tickets, the protection of ticket 
distributors or chal longers, and tho whole 
election is left to the people. Now. who is 
going to pay that §50,000, which is no small 
thing to raise. 
You havo either got to take 
your h at and go around from store to storo 
and bog the money .from mon who have 
never heard of yoiir candidates, or you 
adopt Hie common sense method in vorue 
everywhere, of saying to the candidate: 
"This means to you fourteen years of office 
at 
§18,600 
a 
year; 
there 
is 
noth­ 
ing 
scandalous 
in 
your 
contributing 
to your 
organization 
to 
pav the ex­ 
penses 
of 
an election of 
which you 
are to be alm ost the sole beneficiary. In 
short we have so many judges In New 
Y’oik, and all of them so well paid, th at to 
om it them from assessm ent in elections is 
absurd. There probably aro upon our Su­ 
prem e. Common Pleas, Superior and Ma­ 
rine benches twenty-five or thirty judges. 
The D istrict Courts, the Surrogate, the 
various city and police judges constitute 
another large batch. Show me w here the 


money is to be got to run the elections and 
I will .accede to your proposition th a t there 
should lie another way of handling these 
assessments. We do it in the 
S t r a i g h t f o r w a r d A m e r ic a n ' F a s h io n , 
believing th at judges are but m en : th a t no 
especial inspiration 
from heaven ceines 
down upon them ; th at here and th ere will 
be a bad judge, like Francis Bacon or Car­ 
doza, but th at in the m ain the self-respect 
of folks, and steady em ploym ent will hold 
them up to their dignity, and th at by tenure 
on the bench they will acquire a legal force 
they may never have shown when at the 
bar. A judge does not m ake his reputation 
before ho goes on ihe bench, but after he 
has neon th ere; some of the best judges 
never had m uch opportunity to get practice 
because they were elected by the accidents 
of politics to toe ben Ii, and their m inds 
assembled around the duties aud intentions 
of th at place, arid became substantial.” 
I.ut, 
said I, "some of these assessm ents 
are very high, and they are growing higher, 
and alter a tim e when you have allowed 
the public conscience to be relaxed on this 
subject, tho assessm ents will become so 
high th a t only dishonest m en may take 
the chance.” 
"E very m uddy stream w ill run itself 
clear. Now and then assessments are high 
for some of the fee offices which pay very 
heavily iii a brief time. 
But the iudges 
are generally assessed reasonably ; I think 
th at it is seldom that a judge is assessed 
over $5000 or §10,OOO at the very highest, 
which is only a part of a year’s salary, or 
perhaps 2 or 3 per cent. on his total salary 
during the term . You m ust also understand 
th at these judicial places are sought by the 
candidates; nobody goes in pursuit of a 
judge in our (lavs; the lawyers th at th in k 
they sue an opportunity and have been fra­ 
ternal and popular, suggest to their friends 
to give them a chance to run. No tho nam e 
comes up before Tam m any Hall or Irving 
Hall or the county Demo ra; y or the Re­ 
publican convention, and, a* in all other 
things, a few persons determ ine w hat is to 
be done. 
Tho ruling m en in those large 
com m ittees are 
E x p e c te d to Provide th e F u n d s 
to run the cam paign; they have to look to 
the candidates to help them out. Y'ou may 
be yourself m inded to become a judge, and 
there is no bribery in asking you, if th at 
tim e shall ever arrive, of course you m ust 
raise your assessm ent of so m uch. Nobody 
m eans to insult you w hen you are asked 
that plain question. Mr. Cleveland con­ 
tributed $1006 in cash to elect Mr. Hill 
Governor 
of 
New 
Y’ork. 
Mr. Blaine 
is said 
to 
have 
taken 
the 
proceeds 
of 
his 
h ard 
literary

idential cam paign. O ar age looks at things 
directly, and does not hold th at when a 
m an has a silk gown on his back ho has lost 
his hum an nature on account of his appa­ 
rel. On the contrary, there is just as much 
play of character am ong the judges as you 
will find in the most versatile walks of life; 
one m an has got a.strong anim al nature; 
another is fond of careless stories; a third 
is governed by his m inister aud Ins bland 
affectations, am ounting alm ost lo super­ 
stition. ” 
I beard all the above, but was not con- 
vinced. 
It did seem to me. however, th at 
tho governm ent of the State or city m ight 
provide Hie m achinery and cost of these 
elections, so as to put it out of the power of 
political bandits to levy assessments. It is 
generally alleged in this city th at the bench

The story of victory over adverse circum­ 
stances is always a word of hope, This is 
especially true when it speaks of a woman’s 
success and is the excuse for writing the 
following sketch. A change from affluence 
to comparative if not real poverty is the 
fate of many a woman who has to rn^ot the 
trial untrained to any work that will se­ 
cure for her a return at all sufficient for tho 
simplest needs of her life.

It had to be dor*}, too, with many 
interruptions, for until they were finished 
other work was necessary for self-support. 
Courage was needed to enable her to meet 
lier first audience. In response to cards of 
invitation sent out by herself twenty ladies 
met to hear her speak, aud by their eager­ 
ness to listen to her inado it much easier 
for her than she had dared hope it might 
prove. 
There was no loss of interest 
in the subject during the four lecture?, 
aud before they were finished one or two 
more persons were added to the number of 
hearers. These lectures were repeated our 
ing the winter, and put enough money into 
the empty purse of Miss Jones to supply 
wants that otherwise would have severely 
taxed Hie strength to endure. Encouraged 
by this moderate hut unlooked for success, 
she devoted the summer to study for still 
another lecture, and in the autumn, to her 
great delight, was asked to speak in New 
York City before a society of decorative 
a rt.

In reply to a correspondent, who begs 
that knitting and crochet rules may be 
omitted “for once" in favor of patterns 
and directions for work in darned net or 
lace, we give the following: 
•The materials necessary for this work are 
simply the net—which may be black, white 
or colored, and < t cotton or silk, according 
to the use to bo made of the work; silk or 
linen floss, white or colored, aud a long, 
tine worsted needle — that is. one with 
blunted point and long eye. 
Tho pattern 
selected is then worked upon the net by 
drawing the floss in and out with the 
needle, the design being followed and kept 
regular by counting the holes in the net, 


I flat board top about a yard square, and be 
: sure that it stands firmly; or it may be 
] nearly semi-circular in shape, made of 
! rough boards smooth above, and fastened 
• to toe wall like a shelf with bracked or 
I braces. Cover and drape this with the net, 
worked as you I ike-say in pale blue, roso- 
j pink, and white flosses. Above tho table 
i hang a mirror, the larger the better, in a 
] narrow Whitewood frame. Have full drap- 
I erics of the net lading from a point above 
tho mirror down to the edges and back 
of tho table on cit lier side, entirely conceal* 
I ing the frame of the mirror. The cushion, 
mats and other appointments of the toilet 
table may be made as described above, and 
if well arranged, the result will be very 
dainty ana pleasing.

The uses to which this work may be put, 
are literally “too numerous to mention,” 
but a few may be given, aud others will at 
once occur to tile worker. One of the pret­ 
tiest uses of darned net is for bedroom sets 
of mats, bureau covei^, curtains, etc. For 
this purpose the whff^cfftton net is the best 
darned with white or colored linen floss. 
This can be easily washed, the great desid­ 
eratum in all things used in a sleeping 
apartment, and ii color is desired it can be 
obtained by lining tho covers, mats, etc., 
with cambric) or satteon. Cut a piece of 
pale blue cambric or cheap snttcen the 
rightsize to cover tho top of the bureau. 
From the net cut a similar piece. Work 
the latter in stripes running length wise of 
the cover, using any of tile insertion pat­ 
terns given with this or combinations of 
paris of the sumo. Get some "footing’’ 
(wliioh is merely net lace woven in a nar­ 
row strip with selvedge edges) and work 
it with the floss iii some pattern to corre­ 
spond with .that on the cover. 
Put the 
cover and lining together, turn the edges 
underand ham neatly; then finish with the 
footing ruffled or plaited. Cheap cotton 
lace may be used instead of til is. Make a

GRAPES, PEARS, MELONS, 


Apples, Tomatoes and Other Sorts of 
Fruits and Vegetable*— How They 
May be Kept Fresh During tho Fall 
and W inter Months. 
Tho following valuable bints on keeping 
fruits and vegetables for use in winter, in 
their natural state, are given by our read­ 
ers whose experience has taught them the 
best methods, and can be rolled upon. 
Realizing the important part that good 
bread plays in the domestic economy of 
most households, the editor Invites his 
many lady reudors to send in during tho 
coming week such hints on bread making 
as they have proved to be valuable. Many 
of our lady readers pride themselves, we 
know, upon their superior bread, and if 
these will solid us their reciport We shall be 
most happy to publish them next Sunday. 


Kitchen Vegetable!, 
You ask for proper means of preserving 
kitchen vegetables for wiutor use. This is 
different from their preservation during 
the winter for the spring m arket in somo 
respects, especially as relating to cabbages. 
I give the results of my successful experi­ 
ence for ton years. 
Potatoes should bo put in open bottom— 
slatted—bins in tho cellar, defended from 
contact with tho collar wall by board back. 
The lins should 
be mounted on legs 
eighteen to twenty inches high, and have 
their sides and ends not more than ten 
inches high—the depth at which the pota­ 
toes should be stored. It is better to bin 
the potatoes immediately after digging 
than to allow them to dry in the open air. 
Have the bins in a dark Mace, or covet 
loosely with boards to exclude the llght.but 
not the air; potatoes, if exposed to light, 
undergo a change that at its extreme turns 
tho skin green. Light also induces sprout- 
ing. 
Turnips, carrots, 
parsnips and beets 
should be kept on a sand bottom and cov­ 
ered with sand-dry sand, not soil. 
Cabbages for winter use keepwell set out, 
as though growing, in a sandy cellar bot­ 
tom, or hung in a dark cellar by the stalk, 
the heads down, 
Occassionaily through 
tile winter tile decayed outer leaves should 
he removed uuless the leaves aro perfectly 
dry. To store cabbages until spring bury 
thorn in a trench out of doors and cover 
them with soil until the stalks and roots 
are covered. They will come out in excel­ 
lent condition in tho spring if left undis­ 
turbed until the ground is thawed. 
Onions should be kept on a floor, spread 
thinly, in a dry cool room—not in a cellar. 
The barn or attic will do. Put a slight cov- 
erlngof straw <u- bar, or other porous dry 
material, ovor them to prevent them from 
freezing. Freezing does not spoil onions; 
they may be thawed in cold water; but 
freezing and thawing repeatedly in the air 
injures thorn. They will, however, w ith­ 
stand much cold.

A M O N S T E R SAFE. 


C u le u lu te d ta H o ld M illio n * a n d D e f y rn 
S c o r e o f B u r g la r * . 
iPtiffadelphia Cull.: 
There is about to be erected in the prem­ 
ises of tile National Bank of Scotland, St. 
Andrew square, Edinburgh, the largoststesl 
strong room or safe ever manufactured. 
Its external dimensions are 50 feet long by 
12 feet broad and IC feet high, and a care­ 
ful computation shows that within it might 
bo storod about 1250 tons weight of gold 
bullion, equal in value to $550,000,000. It 
is heavy in proportion to its size, weighing 
IOO tons. Its walls are believed to be thicker 
than those of any other steel room of simi­ 
tar proportions in use in the United king­ 
dom. With the view of Insuring greater 
security than has hitherto been obtained, 
its walls are composed of a triple series 
of plates, similar to those which tho firm 
have for many years used in the manufac­ 
ture of hankers' safes. 
These plates are 
so toughened and hardened us to be prac­ 
tically impervious alike to the force of 
blows, leverage and 
cutting by drills. 
This "compounding of 
the plates,” as 
it is termed, involved an enormous amount 
of drilling, no 
fewer than 1GK>0 holes 
tieing pierced in each section. Admission 
to the interior of this strong room is ob­ 
tained by means of three massive doors. 


H ints from Marblehead. 
In order to keep fruits and vegetables for 
any length of time in their natural state it 
is necessary that the room or cellar in which 
they are placed shall be cool, as near an 
even temperature of fifty degrees as possi­ 
ble, dry and well ventilated. In a room or 
cellar that possesses these requirements

about as follows, provided they are per­ 
fectly sound when stored: Apples, four or 
five m onths; pears, six weeks to two months; 
grapes, four to ten weeks; melons, four to 
six weeks; potatoes, nine months; turnips, 
seven months; beets, five months; carrots, 
five months; cabbage, five to six montns. 
This has been my experience for many 
years.

To Keep Tomatoes.

But the Jews were 
not the only nation that took cognizance ct 
tliese intangible matters. Superstition is 
not circumscribed by governmental boun­ 
daries, and when the old men of Athens or 
Rome dreamed dreams, or their young men 
saw visions, it was deemed as wonderful as 
though the fortunate individual had been an 
inhabit int ofM am reor Babylon. Hippoc­ 
rates, the father of medicine, with the in­ 
sight of some old croue of the nineteenth 
century, held dreams in high esteem incases 
of sickness. 
Galen, another celebrated 
apostle of physic, was also a firm believer 
in the infallibility of visions. He was in­ 
tended by his father for a philosopher, but 
tile impressions produced 
by a 
dream 
turned iris attention to medicine. In ma­ 
turer years, when he had been for some 
time the medical adviser of Marcus Aure­ 
lius. and when that emperor was about 
leaving Home for a campaign against tho 
Northern barbarians, the same propensity 
was brought into Play. Galen had a fond­ 
ness for the pleasures of the Eternal City 
that could not be eradicated by the most 
pleasing 
anticipations 
of 
a 
life 
in 
camp, but Hie emperor would not consent 
to h s remaining behind when that proposi­ 
tion was placed before him. 
Nevertheless, 
the ingenuity of the physician, aided by Hie 
superstition of the royal master, soon over­ 
came the difficulty. 
A dream revealed the 
fact that .‘Esculapius, whom all doctors 
must obey, wil ed that Galen should re­ 
main in Rome, aud when Marcus Aurelius 
departed for the north he left bemud tho 
physician to oversee and direct the educa­ 
tion of hts sons.

Wise men of a modern age have not been 
less inclined to credulity than those of a 
more remote period. Joi n Wesley was of 
tim opinion that what are usually called 
divine dreams may frequently be ascribed to 
angels, finding a foundation for tins beliet in 
the scriptural doetrineof the dual nature of 
man.

I was inform ed by Carter Harrison, the 
driving and im petuous Mayor of th e« ity 
that Hie w om en and shop girls of that place 
w ere indebted to a socialistic alderman for 
an ordinance directing and com pelling the 
storekeepers of the city to provide seats for 
their fem ale em ployes. 
A crying evil Is 
th at w hich w e see and to a certain exten t 
participate in every day of our lives, that 
w hich com pels wom en, old and young, and 
girls of tender age to stand upon their 
wearied feet from early morn until the 
even ing shades, w hen the doors are closed 
to trade and traffic. 
But physical rest is, after all, a sm all part 
of the great desideratum . 
Our girls arc in a precarious position, and 
stand upon places far from secure. 
The flippant answer which 
naturally 
arises to th e lip of 98 in every IOO readers 
of the question. "W hat is to be done w ith 
our girls?” is. "Marry them .'' 
W ell, now, let us look at th at for a m in­ 
ute. 
The girl of today m ust marry the boy 
of today. 
W'hat w ill he be ten years from now ?

do not refer to the city boy alone, but to 
the boy of the country - the average lad of 
the day. 
How does he compare w ith his 
sturdy father, or his m anlier grandfather? 
W hat are his habits? First and forem ost.

corner. 
He m akes offensive the platform 
of every street car.

A thoroughly good wom an steno- 
granher it is hard to find, and I really be­ 
liev e it is because 
W omen ms u Utile are B rig h ter 
than m en. A m an, studying stenography, 
reduces him self so fa r as he can, he being 
In telligen t enough to see the necessity for 
so doing, reduces him self, I say. so far as he 
can, to the position of a m achine, his ear, 
sen se and baud acting as a harm onious 
w hole. 
It is a very rare gift when he can 
follow w ith his m ind a train of thought, 
th e 
m ere words of 
w hich 
be is ex ­ 
pected 
correctly 
and 
absolutely 
to 
transcribe in shorthand upon a page of 
paper. 
J have had th irty years’ experience 
w ith stenographers, and I have found that 
th e m om ent a m an attem pts to understand 
th e m atter he is w riting, so as to enter at 
tim es, at m om ents of leisure. Into a discus­ 
sion of the subject, he becom es ol no special 
use. 
W om en, as a rule, expect to under­ 
stand w hat they are about, and my expe­ 
rience is that if they drop a word or a part 
of a sen ten ce th ey attem pt to supplem ent it 
from their own fund of kn ow ledge, aud in 
th e process of supplem en ting th ey ignore 
th e present and soon becom e inextricably 
embarrassed. 
Then. too, practice is what is needed 
m ost of all, after the rudim ents of the 
science are m astered, for stenography is a 
science, and a hard one, and a wom an w ho 
exp ects to d evote her life to the practice of 
stenography is ii rara avis indeed. 
W hat 
does she expect? She expects to get mar­ 
ried. 
A man goes into it for his life work. 
H e says rn h im self. “I w ill in tim e be* 
com e a court stenographer, and will get tw o 
or th ree thousand dollars a year for that, 
aud w ith a perfunctory service to w hich I 
w ill add whai I can ny occasional jobs, or 
b y work obtained regularly from the new s­ 
paper office.” T hat spectre of m atrim ony 
stands beiore every wom an alive, and the 
few exceptions but prove th e assertion.
